A summary report of an 18-month study of 
patterns of allocation of federal aid to education 
is presented. The scope of the study covers two 
areas: (1) The Fiscal Context of Urban 
Education, and (2) The Pattern of Allocation of 
Federal Aid to Education. The data, analyses, 
and conclusions of the report are presented in 
three chapters. Chapter I gives an overview of the 
study; Chapter Il describes the urban fiscal 
context in which federal aid is operative; and 
Chapter Ill reviews the historical development of 
federal aid to education and sets forth the 
findings and conclusions as to the impact of 
federal aid.

lower income and higher proportions of nonwhite 
pupils received more aid than those with lower 
proportions; (4) amounts of aid received varied 


markedly and erratically in individual school 
districts; (5) the failure to concentrate funds on 
most needy students has resulted in fragmented 
programs or new equipment; and (6) amounts of 
aid are too small in view of the existing problems. 
Three appendixes are included. These describe 
shortcomings in present information systems; give 
a more detailed description of methodology of 
enrett and present a series of statistical tables.

There are approximately 12,000 
places available for postgraduate and post- 
experience day-study in educational institutions 
and the permanent centers of companies and 
industrial organizations. The demand for courses 
has been wing most rapidly on the part of 
private industry. The 118 industrial companies 
replying to the survey reported an increase of 
125% in the number of managers sent on internal 
courses between 1966 and 1968. The most 
serious direct obstacle to the expansion of 
capacity is the shortage of suitable staff. There is 
a widespread need to improve the quality of 
existing teachers. Postgraduate courses need to 
be strengthened in certain directions. More 
attention also needs to be given to the 
effectiveness of different types of post-experience 
education in subsequent managerial performance.

This report presents findings of a study of the 
learning environment and community relationship 
of 15 Ontario, Canada community colleges. The 
findings are discussed under the headings of 
Geography; Major Orientation--Vocation or 
Community; Concern for Community; Special 
Publics and Special Programs; Media; The 
College as a Learning Institution in Relation to 
Community; and Finances. Case studies are 
presented of five of the colleges. The study group 
found that considerable community involvement 
is taking place on the part of the colleges, but 
some colleges are more concerned with 
community needs than are others; and there is 
considerable variation in the ways in which 
concern is translated into actual involvement. 
Recommendations include: (1) the uniqueness of 
each college be preserved; (2) that colleges be 
encouraged to develop or to continue direct 
interest and involvement in the community; (3) 
that the practice of subsidizing only credit cour- 
ses be reviewed; (4) more concern be given to 
the needs of the citizens in dealing with problems 
of their communities; (5) more attention be given 
to the learning needs of special groups, such as 
older people; (6) the placing of field men in 
different ‘ocations within an area to become 
better acquainted with the local people be 
encouraged; and (7) liaison with community 
organizations be continued. (DB) 
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This guide contains information on more than 
70 federal programs representing possible sources 
of funding for urban programs and activities of 
colleges and universities. For each program, the 
following information is provided: Authorizing 
Legislation; Amount and Availability of Funding; 
Program Description and Priorities; Related 
Publications Available; Administering Agency; 
and Contact for Further Information. An 
alphabetical index of programs, an index of 
programs by administering agency, and an index 
of programs by category are given. Five 
appendixes present Regional Office Contacts of 
the federal agencies concerned. (DB) 
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A workbook for use by teachers in adult basic 
education classes concerned with personal 
growth, this text covers five areas. These areas 
are: Money Management, World of Work, 
Citizenship and Government, Health Education, 
and Family Life. Each area is presented as to the 
course objectives, and units of instruction are 
given. It is suggested that approximately 50% of 
the classroom time be spent on the personal 
growth curriculum. (DB) 
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This research project investigated the effects of 
teaching units in the family-living subject areas as 
prepared by adult basic education students 
utilizing the television media as a method of 
instruction. The objectives of the study were: (1) 
to ascertain whether or not student-prepared 
videotape media are effective in instructing ABE 
students in the family-living areas; and (2) to 
determine if student-prepared videotape units act 
as reinforcements to student motivation. Other 
activities included in the research were: (1) the 
training of 12 adult-basic-education teachers and 
30 adult basic education students in the operation 
of television equipment and in the production of 
videotape teaching units; (2) the development of 
a procedure for statewide implementation in 
which both students and teachers can prepare 
videotape lessons of instruction for all levels and 
on all subject areas in adult basic education; and 
(3) the development of a performance criteria by 
which objectives (1) and (2) were evaluated and 
reported. (Author/DB) 
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The primary purpose of the ABE learning 
Center is to provide services to adults in the 
Camden area who are in need of basic education. 
Guidelines for operating the Learning Center are 
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presented in the following chapters: The 
Administrator of Learning Center; The 
Counseling Office; The Learning Laboratory; The 
Learning Center Instruction; Pre-Service and In- 


Service Training; Supplementary Services; 
Recruitment; Operational Procedures; and 
Bulletins. (DB) 
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The purposes of this paper are: (1) to state 
basic assumptions underlying a new and different 
approach to serving college students in their 
personal growth; (2) to describe the desirable 
characteristics of a comprehensive educational- 
vocational development program at the college 
level; (3) to examine the status of current higher 
educational practices; and (4) to discuss the role 
and functions of the program specialist - a new 
student personnel type proposed in the paper. It 
is argued that a new specialization is needed in 
collegiate student personnel work which is 
referred to as “Student Program Specialist.” In 
this role, he would be responsible for all student 
academic advising and general career develop- 
ment.

An “ad hoc” questionnaire was administered to 
10 students from each of 10 student groups. Each 
group’s behavior was rated according to its 
degree of deviation from the established code of 
conduct for organized campus groups. 
Demographic and sociometric data was collected, 
as well as a measurement of the respondents’ 
knowledge about the campus, and a ranking of 
each organization's stated priority for serving 
society, education, and campus community, or 
itself. Results show that organized group behavior 
is affected by intergroup interactions under 
certain conditions, namely length of members’ 
time on campus, knowledge of the campus, the 
tange of a group’s contacts with other groups, the 
group’s inception date, and the academic major 
of group members. The direction of extreme 
organized group behavior, either conventional or 
aggressive, is determined by the degree of 
generational conflict and by ry ee 
and structure. A reaction to the findings, 
different author, is included.

A demographically representative sample of 
915 youth, ages 14-24, who had achieved some 
kind of leadership among their peers, and 473 
adults representing the ip of the nation’s 
institutions, were divided into 150 member task 
forces arranged around 10 issue areas: (1) the 
draft and national service; (2) drugs; (3) 
economy and employment; (4) education; (5) 
environment; (6) foreign relations; (7) legal 
rights and justice; (8) poverty; (9) race and 
minority group relations; and (10) values, ethics 
and culture. Their recommendations and caucus 
statements comprise the bulk of this report. Their 
challenge is to the government and power 
structures to respond to the proposals as a step 
toward reaching the unfulfilled potential of this 
nation which has left too many of its principles 
unimplemented. (TL)

The major focus of this study is upon the 
operation of the occupational experience of 
father, wife, and the friendship network of the 
father in forming childrearing values of Negro 
and white fathers of lower, working and middle 
status. Beyond this, the relationships between 
childrearing values and paternal participation in 
the son’s development are examined, as is the 
relationship between childrearing values and son’s 
achievement. A sample of 448 black and white 
male heads of household with male children 
between the ages of 5 and 21 were included in 
the analysis, the data for which were obtained 
from a semi-structured interview schedule. The 
findings indicate that: (1) although occupation 
and childrearing values are _ significantly 
correlated for both Negro and white samples, 
occupation exerts an independent influence upon 
values among Negroes only; and (2) among Negr- 
oes, financial stability both in the present and 
over generations is very important as an 
explanation of variation in achievement levels. 
(TL) 
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Eleven upper division psychology majors and 
two junior college personnel were enrolled at 
Fort Hays Kansas State College in a two-week, 
full participation practicum held at Larned State 
Hospital. A major feature of the program was the 
early opportunity for intensive sampling of 
occupational role behaviors and reinforcers in an 
institutional environment. Students were free to 
explore typical role behaviors of the institution 
psychologists, their relations with other 
professional and para-professional workers, the 
treatment programs of the hospital, and its 


organizational structure. One goal was to induce 
changes in behavior relevant to the student's 
perception of state hospitals, both as social 
institutions and as occupational settings. The 
program is evaluated: (1) in relation to two 
programs of a similar nature; and (2) in terms of 
the behavioral indicators that its goals, at least 
for some participants, were achieved. (Author) 
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This paper describes two experiments involving 
a game in which the effects of a strategy upon 
attraction are investigated. The first experiment 
investigated the role of one’s partner's strategy 
and the subject’s own strategy upon attraction 
among the players of a mixed-motive game; the 
second experiment was carried out as an 
extension and replication of the first. Results 
indicate that, in general: (1) cooperative others 
were more favorably evaluated by most subjects 
than were competitive others; (2) similarity of 
strategy played a greater role among cooperative 
subjects than among competitive subjects; (3) 
cooperative subjects liked the group member who 
was most similar better than the others; (4) the 
least similar other was liked least; (5) for 
cooperative subjects, similarity and cooperation 
on the part of others were both working in the 
same direction; and (6) for competitive subjects, 
similarity and cooperation of others were not 
working in the same direction. (Author/TA) 
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Two basic purposes can be discerned in the 

material: (1) to provide public school 

administrators with source material to use in their 
consideration of the growing problem of student 

unrest in Pennsylvania's public schools; and (2) 

to heighten awareness of the seriousness of the 

problem. Prevention is a major focus of this 
publication, as evidenced in the sections on 
identification of potential unrest and actions to 
avoid student unrest. A briefly elaborated but 
comprehensive set of procedures for resolving 
overt student unrest are presented. Also dealt 
with are the role of the Board of Education and 
the most recent court statements involving the 
legal questions raised by the issue of student 
unrest. The publication concludes that the school 
environment is the focus for change, that student 
compliance must largely be a voluntary act, and 
that boards of education, administrators, 
teachers, students, parents and the entire 
community must learn and must change in order 
to effectively resolve the problems which precip- 
roa student unrest and which result from it. 
(TL) 
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Techniques 
Group members tend to like other members of 

their own group more than members of groups to 

which they do not belong. This paper focuses on 
some of the initial determinants of this own-group 
preference and on the isolation of factors which 
increase or decrease it. The major finding 
appears to be that the mere anticipation of 
cooperation or competition can affect “own 
group bias” (OGB).

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The current status of career counseling theory 
is explored. The emphasis is on counselee self- 
knowledge rather than counselor knowledge 
about and duration of the counselee. Noting that 
occupational information is abundant and that 
some methods of accumulating information about 
counselees’ attitudes, values and interests are 
available, the authors see few indications that 
much has been done to implement these two into 
counseling programs. A model for the 
investigation of counselee vocational attitude 
changes is presented. The paper concludes with a 
description of the authors’ APGA (1971) 
demonstration of two very different approaches 
to group counseling utilizing vocational inventor- 
ies: (1) an ectuatial approach; and (2) an 
examination of per 1 values, 
positive and negative, as indicated by the results 
of administering Hall’s Occupational Orientation 
Inventory. (TL) 
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Teaching Techniques 
Typical negative reactions to the use of new 
technologies in teacher and counselor training are 
viewed briefly. Five training styles are discussed: 
(1) consultation; (2) audio recording; (3) one- 
way mirror viewing; (4) audio-video recording; 
os (5) coached clients and simulated 
Pe aaramerys The efficacy of each in meeting the 
ral objectives for which they are intended 
is considered. The author prefers the simulated 
method because: (1) the range of experiences 
can be broadened to include practically any facet 
of human behavior likely to be encountered in a 
counseling situation; and (2) the supervisor- 
trainee sessions will be more likely to focus on 
personal attitudes and values rather than merely 
on techniques of counseling. (TL) 
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During the school year 1969-1970 Quincy 
Public Schools in Massachusetts, a community of 
90,000 adjacent to Boston, conducted an 
intensive investigation of all students leaving 
school for reasons other than transfer to another 
educational institution and death. Interviews with 
these students, their parents and an exhaustive 
analysis of school records constitute the sources 
of data. A control sample of non-leavers was 
randomly selected, matching only for grade and 
sex. Data was machine analyzed using univariate 
and multivariate techniques. It also includes a 
one year follow up of the school leavers focusing 
on their work adjustment, return to school adjust- 
ment, if any, and retrospective attitudes regarding 
their decision to leave school. Three 
recommendations resulted from the study: (1) 
expansion of vocational education options; (2) 
increase in instructional flexibility; and (3) 
guidance involvement with potential school 
leavers upon identification in elementary school. 
(Author/TA) 
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Ten communication content areas comprise 
this program: (1) the impact of language on 
behavior; (2) the communication process; (3) 
perceptiveness; (4) understanding and clarity; (5) 
sharing feelings; (6) nonverbal expression; (7) 
emotional closeness; (8) honest yet > Be 
(9) communication responses; and (10) 
interpersonal problem solving. For each area, 
educational objectives are stated, major concepts 
presented, and learning activities provided. Also 
included are the pertinent check-lists and forms 
— in carrying out the learning experiences. 
(TL) 
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The author spells out seven meanings of the 
phrase mental illness and elucidates some of the 
controversy which surrounds it in legal, political, 
therapeutic and moral circles. These seven are: 
(1) unusually low performance level; (2) 
powerlessness; (3) excessive and fruitless conflict 
with others; (4) immorality; (5) excessively 
deviant taste; (6) reality distortion; and (7) lack 
of motivation and meaning. The judgmental 
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nature of labeling behaviors is broached. The 
author draws several conclusions: (1) different 
behaviors, labeled as mental illness, must be 
treated in different ways; (2) the term “illness” is 
more appropriate to some cases of mental illness 
than to others; (3) each of the seven meanings 
entail deviation from some norm or standard; and 
(4) those involved in the institutionalization of 
individuals on the grounds of mental illness are 
obligated to spell out what norms or standards 
form the basis for their judgment. (TL) 
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The author examines how school boards too 
often view the drug problem, its prevention and 
the educating and helping of users. Current biases 
and prejudices concerning drugs and users are 
viewed as obstacles to solutions. The most 
commonly used educational and preventive 
measures are critically evaluated. Attitude change 
is considered a more important goal than mere 
factual presentations. The counselor’s role vis-a- 
vis school drug users is examined. The school 
board’s attitude is seen as crucial in determining 
whether schools will help or not. Several new 
approaches are recommended: i 
community involvement 
educate against drug use; (2) the —s of the 
problem as a holistic one; and (3) the 
approbation of school boards as a stimulus to 
teacher and administrator involvement. (TL) 
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The relationship between  internal-external 
control of reinforcement and attraction to others 
who vary in susceptibility to persuasion was 
investigated. Internals are defined as persons who 
believe that reinforcement is contingent on their 
behavior, while externals are those who believe 
that reinforcement is independent of their actions 
and is controlled by chance or powerful others. 
Attraction was assessed after subjects were 
differentially successful in changing the opinions 
of two confederates. Results on a behavioral 
measure support the hypothesis that internals are 
more attracted to others they are able to 
influence, whereas externals do not differentiate 
their attraction on the basis of others’ 
persuasibility. However, on an _ attitudinal 
measure, there was a trend for internals to be 
more attracted to the confederate with whom 
they were less successful. A possible resolution of 
these results is discussed. (Author/TL) 
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This is a structured interview study of a 20% 
random sample consisting of 148 clients 
interviewed a year after leaving a rehabilitation 
center vocational program. Employment outcome 
is related to age, marital status, impairments, 
education, race, social class, program completion, 
attendance and punctuality. Clients’ occupational 
distribution in the work force and a data-people- 
things analysis of positions held are presented. 
Numerous other data are described: (1) client job 
hunting methods; (2) job satisfaction; (3) reasons 
for leaving employment, (4) living arrangements, 
(5) sources of income; (6) support and 
dependency _ patterns; and (7) avocational 
participation and evaluation of rehabilitation 
services. A quantitative summary of 76 followup 
studies is included, as are tables and an extensive 
bibliography. (Author/TL) 
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Thirty-three adult male employees at a 
chemical plant completed a Worker Opinion 
Questionnaire (WOQ) designed to yield a 
measure of worker satisfaction. The quality of 
their job performance was obtained by means of 
supervisor ratings. Eighteen of the subjects were 
involved in “skilled labor and in 
“unskilled labor. It was hypothesized that the 
relationship between satisfaction and 
performance would be significantly different for 
the two groups. The mean WOQ scores for the 
two groups did not differ significantly, nor did the 
mean performance ratings. The Pearson product- 
moment coefficients of correl 
performance ratings and WOQ scores were 
significantly different. The authors offer a 
reformulation of their original hypothesis based 
on an operant behavior model. (Authors/TL) 
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Noting that job-seeking behavior, as contrasted 

with the processes of vocational choice and work 

adjustment, has been neglected in theories of 
vocational development, the author identifies 

three job seeking behavior Lx (1) 

individuals exhibiting specific g and = 

actualized behavior obtain Ey 
successfully; (2) those with vague, ceideied oon goals 
and passive-dependent behavior fail to 
desired jobs; and (3) those exhibiting a mixture 
of the two have a modicum of success in 
obtaining desired jobs. Job-seeking behavior is 
viewed as contingent upon two critical factors: 

(1) the degree of vocational choice 

crystallization; and (2) the individual's personal 
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characteristics, dynamics and life style. This 
material is integrated with Ginzburg’s and Super's 
theories on the process of vocational develop- 
ment and job-seeking behavior and is itself 
considered as a developmental process. As such, 
it is seen as meeting the criteria of a theory on 
vocational development. (Author/TL) 
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Medical care is viewed as an investment good, 
as contrasted with a consumption good. 
Numerous studies are cited which support the 
overall contention that improved health affects 
productivity through its effects on a person’s 
education. The number of school days lost and 
the number of school dropouts which result from 
poor health are considered in terms of the 
ultimate economic loss to the person and to the 
nation. The value of productivity losses is 
associated with reduced educational attainment. 
The authors encourage further efforts to separate 
the several relationships which they suggest. (TL) 
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Identifiers— Minnesota 
This pamphlet is intended to inform educators 
and provide guidelines for dealing with drug use 
and abuse in schools. Problems related to and 
arising from our living in a drug-taking society 
are discussed and clarified. Other sections are 
concerned with: (1) the — rationale; (2) 
recommended procedures for school-centered 
drug problems; (3) a legal appendix, which 
provides information on students’ rights, federal 
drug laws and Minnesota drug laws; and (4) an 
appendix on symptoms and identification of 
potential drug users. Also included is a list of 
members of the Minnesota Ad Hoc Committee 
on school-centered problems related to drug use 
and abuse. Advice is given for adults who must 
deal with drug-connected youth and the 
procedures to follow in specific situations are 
outlined carefully. (TA) 
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Identifiers—College Image Scale, Edwards 
Personal Preference Schedule, New York 
Regents Scholarship Examination 
This study attempts to identify characteristics 

of college attenders as contrasted with 

nonattenders through the use of four carefully 


*College 


selected measurement instruments: (1) the Ed- 
wards Personal Preference Schedule (EPPS); (2) 
the College Image Scale (CIS); (3) the Senior 
Survey Questionnaire; and (4) the Regents 
Scholarship Examination. These instruments were 
selected because they either required no individ- 
ual administration, scheduled test period, or 
minitored facility, or because in the case of the 
Regent’s examination its annual en masse 
administration in most New York state schools. 
The author was seeking a model which would not 
add appreciably to the work of counselors. 
Numerous differences were found between 
attenders and nonattenders using the selected 
instruments. The author suggests that counselors 
administer those sections of the EPPS and CIS 
which measure the discriminating variables. It is 
concluded that this project has clearly suggested 
a model which may be of use to counselors in 
giving needed individual attention through 
expedient time utilization. (TL) 
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This study continues the investigation of the 
general organizational plan used by good motor 
learners in acquiring a complex motor skill 
(tennis serve). The General Serve Problem 
Solving Model (GSPS), developed in earlier 
research, was utilized in an effort to improve and 
broaden it so that other types of learners may be 
studied and compared. Six subjects were 
observed over seven one-half hour learning 
sessions. They le to serve by observing a 
loop film and still pictures and by asking 
questions. Results indicate that the model, in 
order to fit these six subjects, needed certain 
revisions. These are discussed. (Author/TL) 
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This report concentrates on the analysis and 

evaluation of programs utilized by New York 

State's Narcotics Addiction Control Commission 

(NACC) and concerned with control of narcotic 

drugs and with those individuals who abuse them. 

The three key premises, basic to the narcotic 

drug control programs approved by the state 

legislature, are: (1) there exists an effective 
criminal justice system to insure either 
compulsory commitment to NACC for treatment 
or the imposition of legal penalties as a sufficient 
deterrent to the sale or use of narcotics; (2) there 
are demonstrated, reasonably effective treatment 
procedures for narcotic addiction; and (3) there 
exists a tested, satisfactory curriculum plan upon 
which to base preventive education. This audit, 
which examines current efforts in these three 
areas, shows that none has yet been 
accomplished. It is concluded, however, that the 

New York State is worthy of 

continuance, that more time is needed to indicate 

what performance standards might be achievable, 
and that more funds are needed. (TL) 
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Gross deficiencies in educational and 
vocational counseling of handicapped students 
are examined. The authors’ major thesis concerns 
the one-sided stress which has been placed on 
personal factors, to the ignoring of situational and 
environmental factors, as the focus of 
intervention efforts. Noting that, by and large, 
vocational information, vocational self-concept, 
and career patterns and choices are the product 
of previous experiential, exploratory opportunit- 
ies, and further that most handicapped persons 
do not pass through this stage, the authors 
conclude that our society has not been concerned 
with or effective in guaranteeing the essential 
component of vocational maturity. A counseling 
model for handicapped persons is proposed which 
would require counselors to become advocates 
for equalizing experiences for handicapped 
students. (TL) 
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This guide for instruction in grades 7 through 
12, developed with the help of 27 specialists in 
all the school health disciplines, views health as 
the embodiment of total man, his physical, 
psychological and social dimensions. A concept- 
ual approach to teaching health is utilized, 
wherein a concept, once understood, can be 
retained even as new facts are constantly 
uncovered. Ten content areas, each having a 
major concept, are identified: (1) consumer 
health; (2) prevention of communicable disease; 
(3) chronic and degenerative diseases; (4) 
environmental health and safety; (5) community 
pene (6) growth and development; (7) health 
and fitness for daily living; (8) nutrition; (9) use 
and abuse of tobacco, alcohol and drugs; and 
(10) sex education for family living. A short 
section describes how to utilize the curriculum. 
For each content area, motivating questions, 
selected relevant learning activities and a 
bibliography are included. (TL) 
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This report describes and discusses the findings 

of a project which involved ex-drug addicts in a 





multi-faceted educational program, the 
components of which included: (1) college 
education; (2) high school equivalency diploma 
study classes; (3) noncollegiate courses in 
yocational and technical skills; (4) orientation of 
residents and teachers; and (5) special events. 
Program outcomes indicate that: (1) attrition 
rates in the residential therapeutic program were 
reduced for those involved in the educational 
populations and their reentry into “straight” 
society was facilitated; (3) they reverted to drugs 
less frequently and none returned to jail; (4) ex- 
addicts sufficiently motivated can complete 
college courses successfully; and (5) some 
residents are ready earlier than others for 
educational involvement depending on their stage 
in therapy. Conclusions and recommendations 
based on these findings are included. (TL) 
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This study tests the contention that a 
reinforcing agent’s manner of administering 
rewards and punishments is construed by his 
associates as revealing his margin of freedom, and 
that associates are more attentive to cues 
concerning a reinforcing agent's dispositional 
qualities, and more inclined to  ingratiate 
themselves to him, when he employes 
reinforcement techniques that imply a high 
degree of freedom. Eighty-eight naive subjects 
were reinforced for performance on an anagram 
task on either a 40% or a 100% reinforcement 
schedule. Those subjects receiving 40% 
reinforcement: (1) attributed greater freedom to 
the “teacher”; (2) were more attentive to cues 
concerning the teacher’s dispositional qualities; 
and (3) manifested a greater tendency to 
ingratiate themselves to the teacher. Results 
suggest that reinforcements are communicative 
acts which inform the recipient of the probable 
intentions, attitudes and freedom of the agent 
who administers them. (Author/TL) 
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The study focuses on women elected to public 
office at the local and state level. A twelve page 
questionnaire was returned by 294 of the 592 
women holding these offices. This first data 
analysis indicates that: (1) many of the women 
had parents or relatives who held public office; 
(2) more women over age 50 held office than 
those under 50; (3) the women identify more 
with their mothers than with their fathers; (4) 
education alone does not loom as important a 
factor as might be expected; and (5) younger 
women in office have less college education than 
older women. It is concluded that, when 
considering women in public life, certain 
established relationships between variables may 
not hold true. (TL) 
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This issue, part of an annual series prepared for 
Maryland educators, presents the problem solving 
aspect of learning behavior by reviewing some of 
the variables which affect how individuals 
confront intellectual problems. Selected studies 
and a_ bibliography which are helpful in 
developing instructional methods which take into 
account individual differences in problem solving 
behavior comprise the bulk of the report. Studies 
reviewed are categorized under five headings: (1) 
problem solving strategies; (2) the use of verbal 
cues and mediational processes; (3) develop- 
mental changes in conceptual behavior; (4) 
cognitive and personality factors in problem 
solving; and (5) sex diffe: in p 
solving.

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A family therapy model, based on a 
conceptualization of the family as a behavioral 
system whose members interact adaptively so that 
an optimal level of functioning is maintained 
within the system, is described. The divergent 
roots of this conceptualization are discussed 
briefly, as are the treatment approaches based on 
it. The author’s model, Behavior Therapy for 
Family Systems (BTFS), combines the 
methodology of behavior therapy with a systems 
understanding of family interaction. Specifically, 
it is the organization of a family’s problematic 
interpersonal response patterns into a hierarchy, 
followed by systematic relearning of appropriate 
response interchanges. BTFS involves five sets of 
operations: (1) specifying problem areas of the 
family system; (2) ranking the problems; (3) ou- 
tlining the plan of therapy; (4) analyzing 
problematic response patterns and modeling 
appropriate alternatives; and (5) rehearsing 
appropriate response interchanges. All five are 
discussed in detail. (TL) 
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The paper briefly outlines some of the factors 
which influence the differentiation of leadership 
roles in the nuclear family, such that it may or 
may not occur, and that it may or may not occur 
along lines of sexual identity. Three general 
categories of factors are discussed: (1) the impact 
of individual differences in the family members; 
(2) the effect of differences in family 
composition and membership; and (3) the 
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influence of variations in situation, context and 
manner of assessment of the families. The 
published critiques are viewed as not invalidating 
the differentiation concepts of Parsons and Bales, 
but rather as demonstrating their richness and 
complexity. Some empirical questions are 


presented which are posed by the theory and 
subsequent research. (Author/TL) 
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The first paper, written by a paraprofessional, 
discusses the unclarity of the role of 
paraprofessionals and proceeds to elaborate on 
the different things which the paraprofessionals 
do in their work at a university counseling center.

In the fourth 
paper, a general outline for training is presented. 
Both general skills (e.g., interpersonal) and 
specific skills (e.g., those which are job-related) 
are viewed as essential. Over 30 pertinent books 
- articles comprise the annotated bibliography.

(U. Ga.) freshmen concerning drug use and 

related attitudes. Among the most significant 

results were: (1) more U.H. freshmen endorsed 

negative statements about their parents than did 

U. Ga. students; (2) the reported rate of drug use 

was low (20%) for both groups when “user” 

referred to a person taking drugs more than once 

a month; (3) more U. Ga. freshmen use 

stimulants, and fewer use LSD than U.H. 

freshmen; and (4) student attitudes toward their 

drug-using contemporaries is positive and 

permissive, though this does not reflect a 

personal commitment to participate in the actual 

use of drugs.

retarded children conducted in state training 

schools contradicts prevalent conceptions and 
theories of mental retardation and supports a new 
way of conceptualizing retardation, in which 
retardates are not seen as qualitatively different 
from others nor as defective or less than human 
retardates’ 


organisms. Investigated were 
effectiveness in interpersonal manipulation, 
adaptation to their environment, family 


background and reasons for institutionalization, 
and attitudes toward retardation as compared to 
those of the staff. Results show the retardates to 
be adept, rational, sensitive, resourceful, and 
intelligent human beings, able to carry out subtle 
manipulative strategies, control and exploit their 
somewhat hostile environment, and maintain their 
belief that they were not particularly stupid or 
different even in the face of the staff's opposite 
views. Children were often institutionalized for 
reasons of rejection or family disintegration. It is 
concluded that mental retardation is a 
sociopolitical rather than psychological construct, 
stigmatizing victims of social events who are not 
psychologically different from other persons. 
Theoretical and treatment implications emphasize 
need to establish cooperative retreats free from 
the myth of mental deficiency. (KW) 
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Presented is a manner of organizing and 
grouping performance information to support the 
design and development of physical movement 
aids for non-ambulatory persons which enable 
them to ambulate or at feast change their position 
in a semiambulatory fashion. Hierarchical levels 
of psychobiologic deficiency and corresponding 
condition variables are given for the various 
physically handicapping conditions which result 
in non-ambulation. Information on performance 
characteristics is intended to be used in design 
research for determining abilities and needs of 
specific non-ambulatory groups at all levels of 
non-ambulation and for determining the 
characteristics which the proposed dynamic 
artificial aids must possess. A case study using the 
data provided is included to illustrate that a 
psychobiologic approach to design is possible and 
to indicate the type of reasoning which needs to 
be followed in developing design solutions. (KW) 
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Examined were relationships among various 
verbal and nonverbal personality scales 
purporting to measure extent to which an individ- 
ual behaves as if he, or the environment, controls 
events. Also investigated were developmental 
trends related to this internal-external dimension 
of personality and its relation to academic 
achievement of the educable mentally retarded 
(EMR). Subjects were 215 EMR children (ages 
9-15 years, IQ range 45-82), who were 
administered a battery of six tests. The 
hypotheses that there would be a significant 
relationship among the personality measures at all 
age levels across settings, and that there would be 
a developmental trend across the age span 
involved, moving from an external to internal 
frame of reference as age increased, were not 
sustained. It was concluded that internal and 
external dimensions of personality play a minimal 
role in the academic achievement of EMR 
students as compared to the roles played by MA 
and CA.

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Programed Instruction, Program Proposals, 
Systems Analysts 
A conference, held in Washington, D. C., in 

1967 by the Association for Educational Data 
Systems and the U.S. Office of Education, 
attempted to lay the groundwork for an efficient 
automatic data processing training program for 
the Federal Government utilizing new 
instructional methodologies. The rapid growth of 
computer applications and computer use was 
cited as the reason for the overwhelming need for 
such a training program. Specific needs for data 
processing personnel in the Federal Government 
were considered with special attention to the 
need for systems analysts and managers. Training 
needs for data processing personnel in higher 
education and industry were also identified. 
Training objectives for managers and systems 
analysts were outlined as a basis for defining 
subject-matter content. The structure and content 
for curricula for a management training program 
and a systems analyst training program were 
agreed upon. The possibility that new educational 
media, particularly computer-assisted instruction 
(CAI), could be used in this training program was 
examined. A request for proposals for a pilot 
project to conduct training in data processing for 
the Federal Government was drawn up. Abstracts 
of conference papers summarizing the major 
features of CAI and of programed instruction are 
appended, along with a directory of selected 
organizations involved in educational technology 
and major CAI centers. (JY) 
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Some innovative ideas and applications for new 

television technology are described in this tabloid 

format periodical. Most of these ideas support the

Other articles concern such topics 
as media ecology, the Watts Communications 
Bureau and Training Center, the PLATO IV 
computer-assisted instructional system, videotape 
hardware standards, videotape cassettes, dial 
access information retrieval systems, lasers, and 
cybernetic guerilla warfare. A state-of-the-art 
report compares the various brands of portable 
videotape equipment. The names, addresses, and 
current projects of those involved in innovative 
television projects are compiled into a loosely- 
organized directory. (JY) 
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Student motivation is a central issue in 

computer-aided instruction (CAI), since even the 
most sophisticated teaching programs will require 
directed and sustained effort at the learning task. 
Technical students, who have to master long and 
difficult courses, present special motivational 
problems. A review of the literature indicates that 
motivators for technical students can be classified 
under three main headings: task-related or 
“intrinsic” factors, need-related or ‘“‘dynamic” 
determinants, and external rewards. It appears 
that elements of these motivators may be useful 
in encouraging CAI students in technical courses. 
To illustrate the application of motivating factors, 
a potential system which utilizes techniques from 
all three classes of motivators is proposed, first in 
the context of a military training course in radar 
repair and then in a job training program for 
disadvantaged youth. The system classifies 
students according to certain dynamic variables 
such as need achievement. Other features of the 
system include rewards of time off or cash for 
successful learning and student participation in 
goal-setting. (Author/JY ) 
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The papers and articles collected in this 

volume examine the relationship between govern- 
ment, business conglomerates, and the mass 
media and discuss the effect of this relationship 
on the flow of information. Separate sections are 
devoted to: the “right to know”; the effect of 
media barons on the flow of news; the “right of 
access”; the sometimes conflicting guarantees of 
the First and the Sixth Amendments; invasion of 
privacy; libel; obscenity; the impact of such 
Federal agencies as the Post Office, the Federal 
Trade Commission, and the Federal 
Communications Commission; and copyright 
laws. At the end of each section relevant books, 
articles, and court decisions are noted. In the 
concluding section of the book, the editors 
summarize their position by stating that the 
changing nature of the communications process 
demands that the law must not only protect the 
media's right of access to information, but must 
also forbid the arbitrary denial of space in which 
to present divergent opinions. (JY) 
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A study was conducted to determine the ways 
in which multi-sensory cues can be simulated and 
effectively used in the training of pilots. Two 
analytical bases, one called the stimulus environ- 
ment approach and the other an information 
array approach, are developed along with a cue 
taxonomy. Cues are postulated on the basis of 
information gained from the outside visual world, 
from sounds generated by the aircraft, and from 
aircraft motion and control movements. The 
physical characteristics of the postulated cues are 
emphasized. Hypotheses are developed based 
upon the effects of the postulated cues as they 
function independently and as they function in 
interaction with cues in other modalities. 
Experimentation is recommended which will lead 
to the verification and/or the modification of cue 
postulations.

In the computer output microfilm (COM) 
process, machine language on magnetic tape is 
converted via electronic equipment into print on 
microfilm. At the University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee, COM is being used increasingly to 
reduce the volume of hardcopy files, to permit 
efficient record retrieval, and to provide 
protection for the files from fires and other 
hazards. In their first use of COM, the Office of 
Admissions and Records used the process to 
improve their handling of student records. With 
COM they were able to go from a punch card for 
each of their 21,000 students to an entire student 
study list on two rolls of 16 millimeter microfilm. 
As other departments became interested in the 
process the system was changed to COM 
microfiche, indexed and titled by computer. Low- 
cost microfiche readers were installed around the 
campus and the Office of Student Affairs, the 
University Health Center, and the Student Loans 
Office became constant users of the microfiche 
service. COM has totally replaced hardcopy in a 
number of uses at a great savings in time, space, 
and money. Based on their success with COM the 
authors suggest methods of beginning and/or 
expanding a COM system. They point out several 
areas of great potential for this process, review 
recent improvements in COM technology and 
equipment, and describe the benefit of COM in 
data processing. (JY ) 
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A study was conducted to determine the 
appropriate training objectives for fire contro} 
personnel aboard nuclear submarines, to identify 
specific requirements for training materials to 
accomplish these objectives, and to provide 
functional descriptions of recommended traini 
devices. A_ task lysis was conducted to 
determine the skill and knowledge requirements 
for each member of a fire control party. A set of 
training objectives was drawn up based on these 
requirements and on trainee input and output 
characteristics. Existing training facilities were 
assessed in the light of the proposed training 
objectives. On the basis of this assessment it was 
suggested that existing training devices should 
include more degraded data and simulated system 
malfunctions in order to more accurately mirror 
real-life situations. In addition, a periscope visual- 
task trainer and a generalized individual trainer 
were proposed to fill training needs not met by 
existing devices. (Author/JY) 
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Design criteria and an implementation plan are 
specified for a Behavioral Science Programming 
Language (BSPL) to be used for programing 
experiments on a  computer-driven, high- 
performance aircraft simulator. The language 
requirements were in large part determined by 
the nature of the existing facility on the one hand 
and the types of experiments that were 
contemplated on the other. It was also important 
that the language be simple enough to be readily 
learned by the non-programer. This report begins, 
therefore, with a description of the present 
simulation facility, a comceptualization of a 
prototype experiment, and a discussion of the 
implication of these factors for the design of 
BSPL. A proposed design is then presented along 
with an implementation plan. The implementation 
plan partitions the development of the language 
in such a way that incremental improvements in 
the facility can be realized as the plan is being 
carried out. A formal description of the language 
and a sample program are included. (JY) 
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Computer output microfilm (COM) is a 
method of converting data from a computer 
directly into human readable language on 
microfilm. This monograph provides an overview 
of the COM field including a general review of 
COM technology, a state-of-the-art summary, an 
equipment guide, a directory of systems service 
companies, a review of several COM applications, 
the results of a National Microfilm Association

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The major features of Computer Managed 

Instruction (CMI) are diagnosis and testing, 
analysis, record keeping, and prescription. 
Diagnosis and testing are used to evaluate each 
student’s performance at regular intervals. The 
results are analyzed to update the student's 
record and provide a prescription which suggests 
the learning process the student should pursue to 
achieve his objectives. The CMI system described 
here was used during a one-semester, multimedia 
physics course at the U.S. Naval Academy. The 
purpose was to develop and examine the first 
phase in a CMI system: diagnosis, testing, 
analysis, and record keeping. The system was 
used on a remote terminal connected by phone 
lines to a time-shared system. Each week students 
took a pre-test and a post-test on the objectives 
for that week. Results of these tests and a 
student's rating of the confidence he placed in his 
answers were input to the computer for storage 
and analysis by processes described here. The 
first step of CMI was achieved and proved to be 
efficient and flexible. (JK)

Such a system will be tried out in three 
courses at North Carolina State University and 
will consist of 16 student terminals, one 
instructor terminal, a digital “‘mini-computer” 
with an input/output device for programing, and 
a control interface to the analog computer. A 
functional description of this terminal, including 
diagrams, makes up the major section of the 
report.

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Most computer assisted instruction programs 

cannot answer student questions for the simple 
reason that these programs do not “know” the 
subject matter they teach.

Among the steps described are 
development of course material, developmental 
and validation testing of material, and the use of 
a “systems approach” in implementation. The 
latter includes setting up a course of instruction 
by following a comprehensive, orderly set of 
procedures and also a plan for involving other 
faculty.

Problem solving and electronic data processing 
skills are the principal classroom instructional 
uses; mathematics is most often the subject area 
taught with assistance of a computer. 
Computers have shown a great ability to motivate 
students. They are more Poy re | used as an aid 
in instruction than as the object of instruction. 
Most financial — for computer programs in 
schools comes the local level and is 
expected to continue to do so in the future. 
Schools that use computers for instructional 
purposes tend to be larger and to send more of 
their students on to college. Surprisingly, many 
schools which use computers in instructional 
settings have not used them previously in 
administration.

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Identifiers—Communication Satellite Act of 
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integration stands as the salient 
configuration of the 
telecommunications equipment market. 
Computer hardware manufacturers are obviously 
potential competitors with the captive 
telecommunications equipment suppliers. Direct 
government policies, such as patents and a 
permissive attitude toward mergers, and indirect 
policies, such as tariff practices, import duties, 
and government buying practices, have 
contributed toward this vertical integration. The 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC), 
which has encouraged private point-to-point 
microwave systems and sanctioned at least one 
specialized common. carrier, and the 
Communication Satellite Act of 1969 represent 
attempts by the government to foster 
competition. Vertical integration in an 
unregulated market protects an industry from 
both the regulation of a public utility and the 
accountability of a firm exposed to direct 
competition.

Four 
choices exist: make the telecommunications 
suppliers into a public utility, accept the status 
quo, extend the satellite procurement rules to all 
operating carriers, or restore competition by 
divesting telephone utilities of manufacturing 
operations. Present antitrust laws together with 
the power of the FCC provide the legal means to 
restore this necessary competition. (JY) 
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The Federal Communications Act of 1934 
states that broadcast stations must operate “in 
the public interest, convenience, and necessity.” 
Seeing that they do so is largely the responsibility 
of citizen groups. The purpose of this guide is to 
show how to counter broadcaster violations 
concerning extremist propaganda, commercials, 
personal attacks on individuals and groups, lack 
of public affairs or news programming, 
inadequate childrens’ programming, bias in news 
programming, and discrimination in programming 
and employment. Federal standards for 
programming and performance are described.

The Brazilian government, recognizing the 
benefits to be gained from instructional television 
(ITV), established the Advanced System of 
Educational Technologies (SATE). SATE 
conducted a study of educational television in 
Brazil in order to determine the actual needs for 
trained ITV personnel and, using these results, 
devised a training program. A review of ITV 
programing in Brazil supported their forecast that 
a production capacity of 24.5 hours of new 
programs per week was possible by 1972 utilizing 
the existing or planned ITV centers. The 
recommended size, composition, and function of 
ITV production teams was defined. The profected 
production capacity coupled with the 
recommended ITV team formed the basis for an 
estimate of personnel needs. Two training 
programs were then projected: one which would 
permit upgrading the skills of existing personnel 
and one which would not. A survey of existing 
training facilities and personnel showed that 
suitable physical facilities were available but that 
international cooperation would be necessary to 
staff and fund the training program, especially in 
its initial stages. The entering capacilities of train- 
ees were identified and the costs involved in the 
training program were estimated. (JY) 
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As an instructional aid for beginning computer 

science courses, two systems are described which 

permit the automatic diagnosing and grading of 
student prepared problems. The first system, 
called SIM 610, is based on a simulator which 
performs by actually running student programs 
prepared for a simple tutorial computer used in 
the classroom. The simulator, which will run on 
any computer with even a limited FORTRAN IV 
capability, simulates a single address, six decimal 
machine with 15 basic instructions, nine index 
registers, and 1000 memory locations. It is 
capable of taking any problem and a solution 
prepared by the instructor and using that solution 
as a standard against which student problems and 
solutions are automatically compared and graded.

1130 computer. It provides a protection system 

against novice programers destroying resident 

programs and, in addition, supplies debugging 
aids and a grading system very much like that for

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mdary School Mathematics, 
Teacher Attitudes, Teaching Methods 
Identifiers—* Israel 
The use of programed materials to instruct 
culturally disadvantaged Israeli children in 
mathematics and in English was evaluated. The 
primary focus of the study was an evaluation of 
two mathematics programs—one adapted from an 
American program and one developed locally for 
teaching mathematics to low-ability elementary- 
school students. The teachers who used these 
programed materials had little training or 
experience in using programed materials. On the 
whole, the programed materials were successful 
in teaching the subject and were helpful in 
eliminating the large difference between low- and 
high-ability students. In an ex post facto study of 
students in a vocational high school who had 
used programed mathematics materials, similar 
results were found. A few introductory lessons in 
English as a foreign language were developed and 
tried out informally on two fifth-grade students 
with limited success. These studies suggest, in 
particular, that the two mathematics programs 
developed thus far may be used to an advantage 
in Israeli schools with large populations of 
culturally deprived students and, in general, that 
further development of programed materials for 
use at the elementary and the high school level in 
Israel is warranted. (JY)

In order to coordinate the efforts of the 
Northeast Regional Instructional Television 
Library Project and the National Center for 
School and College Television, an advisory board 
with an interlocking membership was formed. 
The National Center, through this board, will 
review, acquire, and disseminate completed 
instructional television (ITV) courses. The staff 
of the Project in conjunction with curriculum 
committees, instructional television personnel, 
and school service personnel developed three ser- 
ies of programs which will be produced when 
funds are available: social studies for elementary 
school students, humanities for secondary school 
students, and educational news for teachers. 
Quality ITV programs produced in the northeast 
region were identified for possible distribution 
and exchange through the Eastern Educational 
Network.

The effects of the. availability of behaviorally 
stated objectives on the learning process were 
studied. It was hypothesized that ives would 
serve as orienting stimuli which would help 
students to attend to, process, and organize 
relevant aspects of displayed information in 
accordance with stated objectives.

The goal was to 
establish a theoretical and methodological 
continuum from simple concept learning, through 
the learning of a complex system of concepts and 
tules, to a set of instructional design procedures 
which permit transfer of this knowledge into 
practice. On the basis of the studies a model for 
research in this area was recommended, cognitive 
processes relevant for concept and rule learning 
were defined, and a hypothesis construction 
model of simple concept learning was outlined, 


along with proposed theoretical considerations 
for more complex concept learning and specific 
recommendations for instructional design utilizing 
differences in intellectual abilities.

The 
situations observed in conducting such a study 
were as revealing as the statistical findings of the 
study itself: the typical reactions of southern 
speakers to the suggestion that they had such a 
speech style, the hesitancy in reading of all black 
speakers, the minor differences in perception 
between the freshmen and the seniors, and the 
reactions of the college students when confronted 
with their stereotypes.

The relationships between the 
independent and dependent variables were 
analyzed by means of a completely randomized 
2X2X2X2X factorial of variance. The results 
indicated that non-science majors had a 
significantly higher GPA than did science majors, 
and that there was a statistically significant 
interaction between transfer status and the 
division enrolled: transfer students did better in 
the Division of Professional Studies, while the 
native did better in the Division of Arts and 
Sciences. (AF)

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This paper discusses the educational 
orientations and concerns of African intellectuals 
in U.S. institutions of higher education, and 
assesses the relationship of such orientations to 
the perceptions of problems and processes of soc- 
ial change in African countries.

programs, and for decisions on enrollment and 
degree requirements; and (3) they are used by 
graduate and professional schools for admission 
purposes, state scholarship agencies, and potent- 
ial employers. Because conventional grades do 
not serve these functions adequately, they rarely 
reflect the student’s true potential or the 
student’s real academic strength and weaknesses. 
Studies have also shown that there is no evidence 
that conventional grades are better predictors of 
future academic success than are 
nonconventional grades. The experience with 
nonconventional grading at Scripps College 
indicates that instructors’ comments serve the 
educational of the College better than 
the former conventional grading system. (AF) 
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This paper presents information on course 
evaluations that took place at Hofstra University 
in the spring of 1969. Data is presented on cour- 
ses scheduled and the percentage of those who 
participated in the evaluations by school, depart- 
ment, and by course level for both fall and spring 
semesters. Evaluative student responses to items 
pertaining to various aspects of courses on a 
university and individual school basis are also 
given. The findings indicate that 64 percent of 
the 1,893 courses were evaluated, that 
participation ranged from 0 percent in some 
departments to 100 percent in the American 
Studies and other programs. On the average, 
graduate courses received the highest percentage 
of above average ratings for all items, with the 
exception of course items. Other evaluated items 
were: the instructor, the text, students, and 


general. (AF) 
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This paper identifies the problems observable 
in the organization and operations of Harvard 
University’s Governing Board and President's 
office. It poses issues requiring decisions and in 
some instances makes recommendations. The 
report first examines the Board of Overseers: the 
issues of power, such as lay control over 
universities, and the distribution of power among 
faculties, administration and governing boards;

A limitation of most past studies of university 

environments is that they have been restricted to 
institutions in the United States. Accordingly, in 
this study two approaches to the measurement of 
environments were applied to Japanese universit- 
ies: factor analysis and classification of faculties 
according to the Environmental Assessment 
Technique (EAT) scheme. Four factors were 
interpreted to involve Size, Affluence, Technical 
Emphasis, and High Cost - Private Control. The 
EAT profile scores are closely tied to theory, 
appear to reveal meaningful differences in 
emphasis by Japanese universities on subject 
matter areas, and are related in meaningful ways 
to the factor environment measures. Thus, both 
procedures yielded results that are reasonably 
clear and meaningful. Moreover, the pattern of 
these results is generally similar to the pattern of 
results in the United States, but with differences 
that appear related to the organization of higher 
education in the United States. (Author) 
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This survey was concerned with the present 
level of professional development of financial aid 
officers, their training needs, and their attitudes 
concerning future development of the profession. 
Results were based upon responses of aid 
directors at a representative group of 122 
institutions in the West. Some of the principal 
findings were: (1) annual turnover appears to be 
somewhat lower and _ interinstitutional hiring 
somewhat higher than was true 4 years ago; (2) 
academic courses in each of 10 different areas 
were judged “‘very useful” by 50 to 90 percent of 
those who had taken the course; but in most 
cases fewer than | aid officer in 3 had taken the 
course; (3) three out of 4 aid officers felt that 
various forms of job orientation were desirable; 
(4) workshops were the favored method of 
maintaining professional competence and favored 
topics were such issues as minority/poverty 
problems, status of state and federal aid bills, and 

recent aid literature and research. (Author/AF) 
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Radical extremists on the left and right are 
allied in a concerted attack on higher education, 
blaming the campuses for the unrest. Though the 
public on the whole has rejected the extreme 
charges, many have been persuaded that campus 
reforms would lessen or eliminate the disorders 
that have swept higher education. Hundreds of 
studies of student unrest do not support this view. 
Many other misconceptions should be corrected: 
(1) the overwhelming majority of campus 
protests have been peaceful and orderly, and not 
violent; (2) 99 percent of the students neither are 
nor want to be violent; (3) campus 
permissiveness is not responsible for policy 
brutality or student violence; (4) though police 
have often overreacted, this is not the norm; and 
(5) when it comes to protecting their own turf, 
most faculty members are not radical, but very 
conservative. Charges that universities attempt to 
indoctrinate their students and are becoming 
politicized are refuted. Protesters tend to be 
better students than the non-protesters, and tc 
bar them from campuses would deprive society of 
their potential or real talents. Higher education 
must be reformed to serve society better, not 
destroyed as a scapegoat for national problems. A 
bibliography of studies of student activism, 
protest, and faculty roles concludes the paper.

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The main objectives of this study were: (1) to 

determine the degree to which SAT scores and 

high school grades were effective in predicting 
the freshman grades of disad ity 
students; (2) to examine the validity of these 
same predictor variables for subgroups of 
minority freshmen formed on the basis of sex, 
ethnic background and “risk” admission status; 
and (3) to determine if the use of a common 
white regression equation for minority students 
either over or underpredicted their actual 

performance. The data was obtained from 200 

minority students enrolled in the 1968 

Educational Opportunities Program (EOP) and in 

the College of Letter and Science (CLS) at 2 

University of California campuses. These data 

were cross validated with findings observed for 

entering 1969 EOP groups, and randomly 
selected control populations of over 600 CLS 
freshmen were added for purposes of comparison. 

The results showed that the high school average 

was the best ovcrall predictor of college grades 

for both minority and white freshmen. SAT-V 
was a more consistent positive predictor for white 
than for minority students. Minority and white 
female SAT-V correlations were generally higher 
than those for males; and the predictor variables 
correlated poorer for EOP “risk” groups than for 
other groups.

The chi-squared test was applied to 
determine the significance of any differences 
found. The better performing students were 
found to be: Australian born, younger than 
average, former technical school students, and 
sons of tradesmen or manual workers with only a 
primary level education. Students’ replies to a 
second questionnaire with data on their study 
habits and other related questions were cross- 
tabulated with subsequent performance at the 
annual examination. The study also examines the 
concept of advanced education and discusses a 
number of the implications of the material 
presented.

percent) of their students from the public sector; 
and (5) Christian colleges supplied 43 percent of 
the seminarians to these seminaries. (AF) 
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Society has traditionally discriminated against 
women in the educational and professional areas, 
and studies have shown that even talented and 
educated women are affected by what has been 
labeled “a climate of unexpectation.” Colleges 
and universities, as part of their responsibility to 
build a new society, must play a major part in 
affecting attitudes toward women by changing 
their own programs and policies and eliminating 
discrimination against women faculty and 
students. This paper discusses some of the 
educational professional roadblocks facing 
women, as well as the negative policies of many 
universities, and concludes with a series of 
recommendations for reforms.

organizations. The results of this study are 
compared with national norms. The deans were 
also asked to name the 10 leading Christian 
colleges in the nation and, with the exception of 
one, all who answered included their own 
institution in the list.

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This report summarizes the status of the 1970- 
71 Higher Education Opportunity Program 
(HEOP), and the Search for Education, 
Elevation, and Knowledge (SEEK) programs in 
the public and non-public colleges and universit- 
ies in New York State. The major aims of the 
programs are to encourage economically and 
educationally disadvantaged students to enter and 
remain in an institution of higher education.

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There is considerable debate on and off 
campus about the extent to which student editors 
and reporters can _ legitimately express 
controversial views and whether they may use 
allegedly indecent words; and whether university 
and college administrators can censor or suppress 
student publications unacceptable to them. This 
paper reviews some of the cases of freedom of 
the college and high school student press and 
court pronouncements related to these issues. 
Cases discussed are: (1) the publication and 
censoring of an Eldridge Cleaver article at 
Fitchburg State College in Massachusetts; (2) the 
publication of an article critical of state officials 
at Troy State University in Alabama, and the 
subsequent dismissal of the paper's editor; (3) 
refusal by campus papers to accept paid 
advertisements designed to promote social or 
political views; and (4) situations in which 
students were punished and expelled for 
distributing pamphlets critical of the 
administration or other officials. Court decisions 
held that in all cases students were entitled to 
due process. (AF) 
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This paper reviews some of the speaker ban 
cases that were tested in U.S. district courts. The 
cases discussed are: (1) the attempt by University 
of North Carolina administrators to ban Herbert 
Aptheker (an avowed Communist) from speaking 
on campus; (2) the class action of the Chicago 
Circle campus of the University of Illinois 
brought before a special three-judge federal court 
to have the Clabaugh Act declared 
unconstitutional; (3) the barring from Auburn 
University of William Sloan Coffin, a man 
convicted of a felony; (4) the rejection by the 
administration of the University of Tennessee of 
proposed invitations by a student organization to 
Dick Gregory and Timothy Leary; and (5) and 
the rules governing guest speakers promulgated 
by the Mississippi Board of Trustees of State 
institutuions of Higher Learning which were 
applicable to all campuses. None of the speaker 
bans were upheld in the courts. (AF) 
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This paper discusses 43 autonomous and 
semiautonomous centers on The Pennsylvania 
State University’s main campus. It deals with (1) 
the history and origin of the Penn State centers, 
and notes that the centers established between 
1887 and 1955 generally represented areas in 
agriculture, engineering and technology, life

studies, science and technology, public affairs and 
public service, education, the arts, and services; 
and (7) some trends and the possible future.

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The purpose of the Academic Administration 
Internship Program is to enlarge the number and 
to improve the quality of persons available to fill 
key positions in academic administration. The 
program was designed to meet the following 
objectives: (1) to identify qualified people; (2) to 
select the most promising among those identified; 
and (3) to provide the selectees with experiences 
that would develop their potential to perform 
effectively in administrative positions directly 
related to academic areas. After briefly discussing 
the results of prior research on nomination, 
evaluation and selection, this report deals mainly 
with the results of the Career Status Followup 
Study, which included the sending of a Career 
Status (CSQ) to 106 former Fellows and 106 
former nominees who did not receive the intern- 
ship.

Effective Resource Allocation in Higher 
Education, Cooperative Education in Colleges 
and Universities, Management in Institutions of 
Higher Education, Can Mathematical Models 
Contribute to Efficiency in Higher Education?, 
Allocation of a University’s Resources to 
Instruction, Innovation in Private Colleges and 
Universities in California, The Computer in 
Higher Education, and Television in Higher 
Education; Part IV concludes the study with a 
114 page bibliography. (WVM) 
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This paper briefly traces the historical develop- 
ment and purposes of American higher education 
from the colonial and early national period, 
through the growth of the modern university, to 
contemporary attitudes and practices. (JS) 
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This report resulted from a _ conference 
convened to discuss the special needs of Latin 
American students in the US and the relationship 
between academic courses offered and 
educational needs and career opportunities at 
home. The conference focused on business 
administration and engineering, fields attracting 
the largest number of Latin American students. 
Separate reports on the 2 fields were published. 
Part I of this report covers the prospective 
student’s goals, preadmission guidance, selection 
and admission, predeparture and post-arrival 
orientation; Part II deals with his personal 
academic and work experiences in the US; Part 
Ill briefly discusses the placement of returning 
graduates and the possible usefulness of alumni 
and professional associations. Seventeen 
recommendations are summarized. (JS) 
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These proposals for the reformation of 
Dickinson College’s governmental structure are 
the result of 3 years of study and debate by a sin- 
gle committee of students and faculty, with 
shifting membership. Part I reproduces the initial 
recommendations for a bicameral legislature 
combined with a strong College Cabinet. Flow 
charts illustrate the text. Part Il presents 
resolutions for the establishment of All-College 
committees to replace parallel faculty and student 
committees. Following rejection of the College 
Cabinet and bicameral legislature, new proposals 
for a College Senate were submitted.

These guidelines were prepared to encourage 

and assist colleges and universities in giving 
systematic thought to the dimensions of their 
involvement in community and area affairs. They 
are intended to provide the basis for in-depth 
analyses to be conducted by individual 
institutions. Various aspects of urban involvement 
are defined, some of the major questions are 
identified and examples are cited of current 
programs. A checklist summarizing the areas 
which institutions must consider is included. It 
covers: institutional and program objectives, 
organization and administration, curriculum and 
instruction, community involvement, the role of 
the institution as a corporation, research, facilit- 
ies, and costs. (JS) 
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This study is limited to science and engineering 

doctorates (both PhD and Doctor of Arts) and 
spans the period 1969 to 1980--a period for 
which most of the factors likely to have a 
significant effect on the supply and utilization of 
doctorates are known or can be reasonably 
anticipated. The basic methodology involves 
statistically projecting past and current trends, 
including reasonable variations, into the future. 
Projections cover the areas of engineering, 
physical sciences, social sciences, life sciences 
and mathematics.

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The Georgia Talent Search Project FAIT (Find 
and Inform Talent) was established in 1966 to 
identify academically able but financially needy 
students in Georgia secondary schools. Students 
identified by guidance counselors were informed 
by FAIT personnel of the availability of funds for 
higher education. A source book containing 
pertinent information on each student was sent to 
all post, schools in Georgia and 
contiguous states to eéncourage institutions to 
recruit disadvantaged students. This study 
examines the 2,777 graduated FAIT students. A 
questionnaire sent to a representative sample of 
the 57.5% reportedly enrolled in some type of 
post-secondary institution elicited responses from 
41.4%. Among the results, it was found that sex 
and race were related to continuation of a 
student’s education; white FAIT students and 
male FAIT students were more likely to attend. 
White FAIT students tended to enroll in public 4- 
year schools while black FAIT students enrolled 
generally in private 4-year colleges. Financial aid 
was received by 50%; 57% of the blacks and 31% 
po tag whites reported difficulty in securing aid. 
(JS) 
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This report aims to provide a detailed 
description of the development of both the 
concept and content of an _ innovative 
undergraduate major in physical education 
established at the State University College at 
Brockport. The new approach views physical 
education as “the study of the significance for 
man of experiences in certain forms of human 
movement.” In the course of developing the 
curriculum, literature was reviewed, experts were 
consulted, curricula of other institutions were 
studied, and a workshop was sponsored. These 
efforts resulted in a physical education major 
which divides the study of movement experiences 
into 5 basic areas: biological, sociocultural, 
philosophical, psychological, and performance.

Evaluation of the project will 
continue as the film is shown, but most of the 
students and the instructor already consider the 
experience worthwhile and rewarding. The 
Appendix contains the substance of the film.

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The high rate of turnover of college presidents, 
the scarcity of willing replacements and 
haphazard recruitment methods are symptoms of 
a lack of clearly defined administrative needs-- 
one of the most serious management problems in 
colleges and universities. Directionless institutions 
in this revolutionary era are likely to surrender to 
factional pressures and to misplace priorities. 
Perhaps the position of the president should be 
modified since neither academic nor managerial 
skills are sufficient to man the modern 
university. We have failed to define the role and 
qualifications of the board of trustees, which 
shares responsibility for guiding institutions. Lack 
of managerial abilities and a complete 
understanding of and dedication to institutional 
needs and objectives by trustees and president 
can leave an_ institution floundering and 
defenseless. Both trustees and presidents should 
be accountable for their performance. As 
guidelines for mutual evaluation, 22 questions are 
suggested for the presidential candidate to ask 
the board, and 28 for the board to ask the 
presidential candidate. (Author/JS) 
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This paper defines the term “institutional 
research” and offers a brief history of its role and 
scope in higher education up to 1969. A rationale 
for increased conduct of institutional research by 
community colleges is presented along with 
guidelines of the Association of Institutional 
Research for evaluating the effectiveness of such 
research activity.

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This study was designed to investigate the 

effect that marriage appears to have on college 

attendance of a group of college-motivated youth 
during the academic year following their high 
school graduation. A total of 28,800 National 

Merit Scholar Qualifying Test participants were 

selected to compose 72 subsamples formed on 

the basis of race (black or nonblack), sex, ability 
level, and geographical region of residence. The 
return rate was 64% and was related to students’ 

NMSOT selection scores, highest for those with 

the highest scores. It was concluded that marriage 

seems a more important factor in the college 
attendance behavior of nonblack than black 
males. Marital status of a woman of either race is 








especially significant as a determinant of college 
attendance; a married woman is less likely to 
attend than her male counterpart. Marriage can 
also affect the type of college entered, the grades 
received, and completion of the freshman year.

In response to identified needs, a specialized 
graduate level program leading to an M.A. in 
Social Science was developed jointly by Azusa 
Pacific College and the Pasadena Unified School 
District.

educational goals; reasons for choice of college; 
degree of satisfaction with friendliness among 
students and faculty; 72 per cent of the students 
surveyed recognize the necessity of having 
campus activities; reasons students may not be 
attending activities; main source of information 
about activities; activities students would like to 
see developed on campus; and who should plan 
activities. The conclusion is that students do feel 

a need for organized activity programs, but the 

extent of the programs is limited by current 

interest, kind of activity, time required for 
participation, and students’ knowledge of events 
taking place. (CA)

Community colleges must recognize the 
differences in the perceptions of the college 
environment by high school counselors, 
community college counselors, and community 
college students when planning high school visits 
and disseminating information. The instrument 
used to test the extent of the differences was the 
College and University Environment Scale. 
Subjects (counselors from all but one high school 
in the area, all college counselors involved in 
high school visits, and 55 community college 
students) were from a small metropolitan area in 
southern Michigan. While a wide discrepancy was 
found between high school and community 
college counselors, no significant differences were 
found between the perceptions of college 
students and college counselors. (CA) 
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The purpose of this ae was to determine the 
effectiveness of remedial courses and present 
placement policies and instruments. Comparisons 
were made in such areas as ability, interest, 
motivation, persistence, and performance among 
randomly selected groups of junior college 
students: (1) those needing to take remedial 
courses but placed in regular courses, (2) those 
who enrolled in regular courses after passing 
remedial courses, and (3) those who did not 
require remediation. The English remedial course 
had no effect on student satisfaction but 
produced a small improvement in subsequent 
performance. The mathematics remedial course 
eliminated some of the dissatisfaction with the 
regular course and had a significant effect on 
pare course work.

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This article on accreditation includes a 
definition, historical background, and discussion 
of the various forms of accreditation with their 
resultant problems. Differences are brought out 
between regional or general, specialized, state, 
and federal accreditation. An important question 
is raised about how specialized and general 
accreditation can operate most effectively 
together. Other questions raised concern: 
program vs. institutional accreditation; 
proliferation; costs; autonomy and uniformity; 
evaluation process, standards, and criteria; board 
membership; and governmental participation. The 
American Association of Junior Colleges supports 
the national commission on accrediting policy, 
which emphasizes the central and important role 
of regional associations. (CA) 
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This collection of papers investigates various 
aspects of the library as a Learning Resource 
Center. The first paper focuses on targets for 
innovation and points to the administrators of 
Learning Resource Centers as ents for 
constructive change in their junior colleges. The 
second paper shows that the library takes on a 
dynamic teaching function as new instructional 
materials are incorporated into the traditional 
library collection; the instructor, librarian, and 
audiovisualist share the functions of resource 
directors and teachers.. The third article has 
implications for stimulating faculty to use the 
facilities of the college’s Learning Resource 
Center. They include encouraging faculty to try 
new approaches to teaching and to visit other 
colleges that are doing new and different things. 
Stumbling blocks and budget considerations are 
also briefly discussed. The fourth article stresses 
the need for information to be actively moved by, 
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rather than passively stored in, a Learning 
Resource Center. The final article deals with the 
new trend toward self-instruction and the learning 
facilities developed to service it. The cost, types 
and use of facilities is discussed with particular 
attention given to Portable Carrel Kits which 
consist of carrying case, cassette tape player, and 
projector. They can be rented and taken home or 
used in any other study facility. (CA) 
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Conference efforts were directed toward 
developing new insights into the trustee’s role as 
it relates to major program areas of an institution. 
The following areas were discussed and the 
importance of trustees being informed about 
them stressed: continuing education, career 
programs, transfer programs, accreditation, and 
professional negotiations. Continuing education 
and career or occupational programs are seen as 
services to the community; trustees are needed to 
interpret them to the community. Trustees should 
understand the place of transfer programs in the 
overall scheme of a college, and assist in creating 
an atmosphere in which problems or conflicts can 
best be solved. In the discussion on accreditation, 
frankness in communication among trustees, 
faculty, and administration is stressed. The 
trustee’s function in, preparation for, and 
reaction to collective professional bargaining are 
discussed. (CA) 
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A learning system developed at Valencia Junior 
College (Florida) would incorporate educational 
and communication skills needed for the job 
market and give direction for the best 
educational path to pursue, using the skills the 
student already possesses. The learning system 
developed as an ascending spiral, intended to 
include a series of aptitude and measurement 
tests, with various points for entrance and exit. It 
multimodal, makes use of audiovisual devices; 
is student-directed and teacher-assisted; and 
presents materials in such a way that the skills of 
reading, writing, and listening are continuously 
inter-related. The student is permitted to work 
most of the way through it without the aid of a 
teacher. It has built-in evaluation tasks, repeating 
exercises, special learning experiences, and 
external opportunities for students. The system is 
expected to undergo annual revision for further 
development. (CA) 
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This study identified prior career experiences 
of 612 junior college faculty in 10 of 12 junior 
colleges in Pennsylvania and investigated the 
relationship between identified career experiences 
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and faculty attitudes toward progressive- 
traditional education issues. Attention was given 
to the prior career experiences that faculty 
members felt had the greatest influence on 
forming their attitudes toward education. These 
experiences were classified as (1) degree held; 
and (2) the kind of institutions they were last 
affiliated with (public school, junior college, 4- 
year college, graduate~school, or business and 
industry). Kerlinger’s Education Scale VII 
(ESVII) was the measurement inventory used in 
the study. It was found that: (1) there are 
Statistically significant differences between the 
subjective pre-organizational career pattern 
classification of faculty and their attitudes toward 
educational issues; (2) attitudes of faculty toward 
education issues do not vary according to the 
number of jobs held; (3) there is a significant 
relationship between selected biographical 
characteristics of faculty, especially academic 
field and age, and attitudes toward educational 
issues. It was concluded that community college 
leaders must try harder to recruit progressive 
faculty by developing closer contacts with those 
in graduate study and/or from 4-year institutions. 
x4 questionnaire used in the study is included. 
(CA) 
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This study discusses faculty attitudes toward 
collective bargaining, including collective 
negotiations, sanctions, and withholding of faculty 
services. The purpose was to determine whether 
faculty members’ perceptions of their capacities 
for power and mobility were related to their 
expression of relatively favorable or unfavorable 
attitudes toward collective negotiations. Attention 
was given to possible relationships between 
selected biographical career variables and faculty 
attitudes toward negotiations. The data were 
collected from faculty in 10 of 12 junior colleges 
in Pennsylvania. (CA) 
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Because of a high failure rate in traditional 
freshman English composition courses, an 
experiment was conducted at Macomb County 
Community College (Michigan) to test the 
hypothesis that more time and careful structuring 
of lessons could increase the proportion of 
success in certain categories of students. During 
1965-69, 16 instructors and 723 _ students 
participated in the experiment. It offered a 
successful alternative to traditional and remedial 
courses, as shown by measures of grades, essay 
ratings, and national achievement tests. The 
following fecommendations supported _ the 
project’s objectives: (1) development of a 
composition course for students who are above 
the remedial level but not yet ready for the usual 
freshman English; (2) extension of time and 
careful structuring of composition courses for 
some students; (3) use of beginning lessons as a 
practical orientation to college; (4) consideration 
of male attitudes toward courses; (5) granting 
partial credit for slower-paced courses; (6) 
careful selection and scheduling of instructors; 
and (7) assurance of stability of testing and 





Placement conditions before a long-range 
experiment is begun. Complete questionnaires 
and tables are included. (CA) 
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This report is an addendum to a study whose 
purpose was to determine variables that 
contribute to the earning capacity of Illinois 
juries college graduates. Data were gathered 
from the Illinois Junior College Board and 
Bureau of the Budget, and from questionnaires 
sent to the 1968 graduates of three junior 
colleges in areas of high youth unemployment 
and of two junior colleges in areas of low youth 
unemployment. Researchers were able to account 
for 55.2 per cent of variables influencing earning 
capacity. The major variable categories were 
individual, college, family, and job. Based on the 
findings, the following conclusions were drawn: 
(1) uniform cost accounting procedures are 
needed to permit meaningful analysis of 
comparable data among colleges; (2) influence of 
the variable “hours worked per week while in 
college” on earnings indicates that occupation- 
oriented males may gain a great deal from work 
experiences that result in future earnings; (3) 
junior colleges should have on-going follow-up 
and evaluation programs in all occupational 
training areas; (4) the colleges should be sensitive 
to the needs of their constituents; (5) adequate 
vocational guidance programs should be 
developed to assist the student and his parents in 
making an occupational choice; and (6) scholar- 
ship programs should be re-evaluated on the basis 
of effectiveness in assisting individuals in their 
goal achievement. The questionnaire used in the 
study is included. (CA) | 
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In these days of tight education budgets, it is 
important for professional educators and 
administrators to be familiar with federal 
legislation and the programs that can be a source 
of funds. The following legislation is discussed in 
general terms to explain its intent and unique 
characteristics: (1) Manpower Development and 
Training Act of 1962; (2) Vocational Education 
Act of 1963; (3) Vocational Education Act of 
1968; (4) Allied Health Professions Act of 1966;

Fundamental adjustments in the educational 
philosophy and practices of private junior 

are essential to their survival. There is a 

great need for public awareness of the private 
junior college’s economic plight, which is due to 
rising costs and non-competitive prices for 
students and salaries for faculty. A major purpose 
of this monograph is to see how the private 
purposes of private junior colleges are relevant to 
contemporary public policies in junior college 
education. The private junior college, being a 
relatively free agent, is suited to the role of a 
prototype for the future 2-year college; however, 
the concepts of equal opportunity, accountability, 
and individualized instruction must be 
incorporated into its institutional style. The case 
study of Mitchell College (North Carolina) shows 
how the cooperative efforts of trustees, 
administration, and faculty succeeded in 
redirecting the pufposes and style of a private 
junior college. It was found that (1) a junior 
college must be oriented to the needs of the 
public interest; and (2) individual institutions 
need local and national organizations to promote 
and protect their interests. (CA) 
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This paper examines current professional 
literature and assesses: (1) the degree to which 
community colleges have (or are developing) 
administrative programs that actively foster 
instructional innovation; and (2) how education 
programs in general, and innovative programs in 
icular are evaluated in terms of relative 
effectiveness and costs compared to conventional 
instruction. A case study of Coast Community 
College District (California) is presented: five 
broad administrative programs are discussed; cost 
comparisons are examined for different 
instructional programs; and three techniques of 
comparing instructional effectiveness, (normative, 
summative, and informal evaluation) are 
presented. The paper concludes that instructional 
innovation can be performed only by faculty 
members, but administrators are needed to 
provide an organizational environment receptive 
to and actively promoting innovation. A great 
need is seen for cost accounting systems to serve 
educational institutions. The summative method 
of evaluation is the most informative but also the 
most difficult to perform. A portion of this paper, 
Comparisons of Instructional Effectiveness, has 
also been processed as a separate document, (ED 
050 712). (Author/CA) 
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The values and goals of students from Harcum 
Junior College (Pennsylvania) a private, resident, 
all female college, were compared with students 
Harrisburg Area Community College 
(Pennsylvania) a public, non-resident, co-ed 
college. The two groups of students were 
compared in terms of their parents’ educational 
background, their educational goals, their most 
valued college experiences, and their most 


disappointing college experiences. It was found 
that although Harcum student’s parents have a 
higher educational level, there were no significant 
differences between the two groups of students in 
the ranking of nine educational goals. Neither 
group associated the more personal goals with 
their formal schooling. In terms of frequency of 
selection, the most valued experience categories 
for Harcum students were all directly concerned 
with academic matters. The most valued 
experience categories selected by Harrisburg 
students included personal experiences as well as 
those relating to academic matters. There were 
differences between the two groups in their 
ranking of the major disappointing experiences 
categories, however, both groups expressed 
disappointment in their fellow-students and social 
and organizational activities. (CA) 
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The learning effect of instructional objectives 
treatment in economics was tested by seeing if 
significant differences existed in mean 
achievement scores of the economic 
understanding of students using the treatment and 
those with no treatment. During the 1970 fall 
semester, 300 students from three community 
colleges in California (Cypress, Mount San 
Antonio, and Orange Coast) participated in this 
study. The evaluative instrument used was the 
“Test of Economic Understanding, Form B.” 
Information was provided concerning student 
characteristics and comparisons of: post-test 
differences, pre-tests for group differences, pre- 
test to post-test gain differences, and pre-tests for 
withdrawal effects. The overall conclusion is that 
instructional objectives do produce definite 
learning effects, though the level of significance 
may be less than sufficient to justify efforts and 
resources used for such teaching methodology. 
Additional research is needed to further test the 
effects of instructional objectives. A copy of the 
instructional objectives is available, upon request, 
from the author, Cypress College, California.

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This study describes the present status of 

benefit planning in the junior colleges, discusses 
the principles governing benefit plans, and raises 
questions regarding the development of sound 
benefit plans in light of the needs of individual 
faculty and staff as well as of the goals of the 
institution. The base of the study was a 
questionnaire filled out by junior college 
presidents, business officers, personnel officers, 
and directors of institutional research. The 
following types of benefits are di d: group 
life, health, long- and short-term disability income 
insurances, retirement systems, retirement plan 
participation, and federal social security. The 
study could be of interest to administrators and 
individual plan participants.

This report on Muskegon Community College 

(Michigan) can be as a model that 
documents the role of a community college and 
translates it into the specific requirements of an 
individual community. Included is an outline of a 
program that would help _ fulfill those 
requirements. It is suggested that planned and 
purposeful change is the most vital and most 
important activity of a college. The following 
areas of concern are discussed: college functions, 
school community relationship, physical features 
and development of the college, integrity of the 
associate degree, educational leadership, college 
finance, administrative organization and 
concerns, faculty concerns, counseling, and 
community services. (CA) 
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The Office of Educational Development, 
coupling humanism with technology, is a single 
major component of the educational development 
process of the Coast Community College District 
(California) in its continual effort to improve 
instructional programs. The Office offers a 
service function while the colleges in the district 
remain autonomous. Its objective is not toward 
change alone, but toward improvement. It 
provides technical expertise in obtaining 
information, supports the development and 
evaluation of instructional programs, and 
encourages faculty who are trying to be 
innovative. Although specific responsibilities of 
the Office and for various personnel are given, it 
is stressed that overlapping responsibilities and 
sharing of the workload is a part of the 
operational pattern of the office. Activities of the 
office include: program exploration and develop- 
ment, in-service training, institutional research, 
reimbursed projects, communications, special 
programs, cooperative relationships, and 
coordination of instructional technology. Exam- 
ples of research activities carried out in the 
boss xg of Educational Development are discussed. 
(CA) 
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Since its inception in 1969, Burlington County 
College (New Jersey) has been dedicated to 
implementing a systematically designed approach 
to instruction and student learning. The core 
elements of the approach are as follows: (1) 
development of a basic college philosophy; (2) 
specification of general institutional objectives; 
(3)  seiection of curricular programs and 
statement of basic goals; (4) advance definition 
of outcomes of the teaching-learning process; (5) 
development of an orderly plan to move from a 
definition of outcomes to their attainment; and 
(6) planning for the collection of feedback. It is 
felt that a systems approach improves learning 
because it is based on well-defined, measurable 
outcomes. A “Three-Phase Systematic 
Instructional Development Model” outlines 


Development, 


Objectives, 
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events that should be completed and suggests an 
order for their accomplishment. For each of the 
following, a three-phase procedural model has 
been designed: student learning needs are 
analyzed; learning objectives and test items are 
written; teaching-learning strategies are designed; 
teaching-learning strategies are implemented; 
learning outcomes are evaluated; and objectives 
and strategies are revised. (CA) 
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With a new accepting opinion toward religious 
studies, already exemplified by courses and 
departments in secondary schools, universities, 
and state colleges, a need exists for the expansion 
of religious studies in the junior colleges. 
Teaching religion, especially the history and study 
of comparative religions, is considered legal as 
long as neutrality is guaranteed. Studies must 
neither advance nor inhibit certain religious 
beliefs. Religious studies can be academically 
presented in a cultural, social, historical, literary, 
and/or artistic sense. A scientific examination as 
well as a reflective, expansional treatment should 
be used. Options on form and structure include: 
(1) each professor treating religion as it arises 
naturally in his subject matter; (2) offering 
specific courses on religion in various depart- 
ments; or (3) as the author advocates, creation of 
a separate department or program for Teligious 
studies. The history of religious studies in junior 
colleges is traced in this report. (CA) 
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This study investigated the extent and diversity 
of student volunteer programs in the Los Angeles 
Community College District (California) to 
determine the amount of college support and 
acceptance accorded them. The junior colleges 
should take advantage of the great student 
potential for positive social action and realize 
that, in the area of curriculum development, the 
student can test what he learns in class against 
the real world. The student populations of the 
eight colleges in the district are broken down by 
race, and the volunteer programs examined for: 
purpose, structure, funding, and the portion of 
community serviced. No district-wide commit- 
ment to student volunteer services was found, but 
where there are programs, the faculty and 
administration do support them. The programs 
seem to concentrate on improving skills and self- 
image among disadvantaged members of the 
community, especially el tary-age child 
Most of the programs are loosely structured. The 
colleges with a high concentration of minorities 
show weak attempts at operating student 
volunteer programs. This can be explained partly 
by other demands on their time and partly 
because existing minority organizations may not 
operate through the colleges. There is a wide 
variance in funding sources. Based on the 
findings, recommendations are made. (CA) 
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More attention should be paid to the building 
of career guidance and career curriculum 
programs with exit points that enable the student 
to seek employment at any time in an entry level 
position and/or to continue his education. Some 
of the best “career ladder’ programs are the 
federally sponsored New Career programs. A 
number of the California junior colleges involved 
in this program are listed and the details of their 
programs discussed. The following guidelines are 
given for construction of a “career ladder” 
curriculum: (1) identify specific titles of jobs that 
are available; (2) apply a job analysis to the 
occupation; (3) organize the curriculum to reflect 
specific behavioral objectives; (4) develop 
evaluation criteria; and (5) develop the 
curriculum.

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Through the Veysey and the Regional 
Occupation Program/Regional Occupation Center 
(ROP/ROC) Acts, junior colleges can assist high 
school students in gaining skills for immediate 
employment on high school graduation. In an 
attempt to develop an early introduction to 
technical skills, the Veysey Act (initial legislation 
1963; amended 1967) allows high school students 
to attend junior college classes part time with 
both schools counting attendance, and the 
student receiving either high school or junior 
college credit. The ROP/ROC legislation (1963 
and subsequent amendments through 1969) 
encourages county-wide systems of vocational 
education through regional programs and centers 
where vocational, technical, and occupational 
preparation can be extended to more students 
than can be served by a single district. 
Innovations that might encourage students to take 
occupational classes are: (1) the “career ladder” 
approach, where students acquire specific skills 
for entry-level positions, leave school to work, 
and return for an upgrading of skills for a higher 
job; and (2) “‘package learning” or classes of any 
length that enable the student to enter any time 
rather than just in September or February.

answer the question whether broad or narrow 
terms function most effectively in the retrieval of 
relevant documents. The answer depends on what 
the user of the retrieval System wants, his wants 
being expressed in terms of stated precision-recall 
preference, or by the exact number of relevant 
documents he wishes to retrieve. Depth of 
indexing does not contribute significantly to 
effective retrieval. Documents should be indexed 
with broad terms to satisfy recall preferences with 
narrow terms to satisfy precision preferences 
since the amount of material retrieved in a 
system is not a simple function of the total 
numbers of terms posted to documents in the 
collection. At high cut-off values the retrieval 
power of broad and narrow terms tends to 
become equalized. Precision can be improved 
through raising the cut-off point and deleting 
broad terms. Experiments with weighted indexing 
provided poor results, and with  title-term 
indexing gave inconclusive results.

(with titles), 1,000 key-word stems and 93 search 

requests. Measures of word association are 

derived in several ways from the numbers of 
documents in which two given words co-occur, 
and measures of similarity from the numbers of 
words associated with both. Word clusters with 
different degrees of overlap are derived from the 
resulting networks of word connections for use as 
document descriptors. All are employed in 
retrieval and their performance analyzed. Two 
new measures, sensitivity and coverage, reflect 
the variation in a strategy’s performance from 
request to request. The best strategy depends on 
the user’s requirements. For a single strategy key- 
words are simplest but the quantities of output 
are erratic and may usefully be controlled 
according to word associations.

Effectiveness, Guidelines, Library Acquisition, 
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Analysis, University Libraries 

Identifiers— Washington State 
The emphasis of this guideline is on 

determining modular figures for the three main 
facets of the library program: (1) acquisition of 
library resources, (2) technical processing of 
those resources (3) services to the public 
using those resources. The system includes the 
following components: (1) A Library Resources 
Formula which takes into account both enroll- 
ment and program factors and is similar to the 
approach developed by Clapp and Jordan; (2) 
Staffing formulas which relate public service staff 
to the demands for service and the technical 
processes staff to the materials which require 
processing and which compare the Washington 
libraries to those in the University of California 
System; (3) A minimum percentage increase 
factor for acquisitions and, for formula purposes, 
a maximum percentage limitation on weeding; 
(4) Procedures for converting resource and 
manpower requirements into dollars which allow 
for changing market conditions; and (5) 
Procedures for computing binding and other 
operational costs. The proposed system relates 
closely to the long range planning process since it 
enables each institution to estimate _ its 
requirements for future library resources and 
staffing once the factors of student enrollment, 
faculty staffing and graduate programs have been 
determined for any given year. (Author/NH) 
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The scope of the research reported here is 
summarized as follows: (1) consider items of 
information that could conceivably be transmitted 
electrically or electronically, (2) concentrate on 
domestic U.S. rather than international traffic, 
(3) concentrate on point-to-point service, (4) 
consider data collection and broadcasting services 
only as they affect point-to-point service and (5) 
consider all forms of information transfer subject 
only to the constraint that the information must 
be transformable into electrical signals, The 
method used to analyze trends in demand for 
future communications include: (1) assemble, 
from the literature and Stanford Research 
Institute (SRI) files, a list of existing or potential 
information transfer services; (2) select sample 
services from the list that are of particular 
interest and (3) for each of the selected services, 
determine a projection variable that bares some 
relationship to the amount of information 
transferred. The major findings concern the 
maximum amount of electrical or electronic 
information transfer that might reasonably be 
expected in the categories of: voice; video, 
record, data, and private wire; and written. 
Appendix A is the list of approximately 400 
potential information transfer services compiled 
for the study. Appendix B is a discussion of two 
proposed satellite mail systems. (NH)

Cady; “Comments on ‘A Model of Academic 
Library Service’,”” by Stephen A. McCarthy and 
“Critique of Taylor Paper,” by Marvin E. Olsen. 
The other speeches given at this dedication are

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The aims of this one-year research project 
undertaken for the School of Librarianship were: 
(1) to determine the various information needs of 
the user groups in the colleges, (2) to investigate 
present library services in light of the users’ needs 
and (3) to propose immediate and long-term 
development plans for the library. In this study 
the role of the library within the college, was 
examined; the library services were evaluated and 
an investigation into the library administration 
was made; the staff and students were asked to 
state their minds for library services by means of 
a questionnaire survey and their views on current 
provision were sought; libraries in comparable 
institutions in England, Germany and Holland 
were visited to see what developments, if any, are 
relevant to the situation here; and proposals have 
been made on two levels: (a) immediate 
measures and (b) long-term measures. The main 
findings and recommendations are summarized. 
(Author/NH) 
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In 1970 the National Center for Educational 

Research and Development (CER) reviewed 
United States Office of Education (USOE) 
Bureau of Research policies over the previous 15 
years, and as a result of this review, initiated the 
Directed Research Program. This program will 
concentrate funds in four areas of high 
educational significance and will be conducted so 
that cumulative results can be employed 
relatively soon to improve the schools: (1) 
Reading, (2) Early Childhood, (3) Vocational 
Education, and (4) School Organization and 
Administration. In this document, development 
plans for each of these four areas are profiled 
against a timetable spanning fiscal years 1971- 
1976 with possible cost allocations per activity 
per year. Problems, objectives, and strategies for 
development of activities are described and major 
problem areas within activities are delineated. 
Research which concentrates on disadvantaged 
populations, which is linked to other USOE 
programs, which can be disseminated to the 
schools, and which can be implemented in 
experimental schools or regional educational 
laboratories will offer maximal return for the 
investment of resources. (WY) 
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The “Ripples” series of educational television 

programs for children from 5 to 7 years old is 

described in this guide. The programs present 
basic ideas about man in relation to himself and 
his environment, leading the child into many 
subject areas and stimulating curiosity about 
himself and the wider world. The information 
presented in this guide is planned to help 
teachers use 36 different “Ripples” programs 
effectively and includes program description, 
basic emphasis, and suggestions for further 
activities for each program. When specific 
preparations are desirable, these are also 
mentioned. The “Ripples” television approach is 
different in that it departs from traditional subject 
matter and emphasizes the importance of the 
teacher role in later discussion and activities. The 
programs are planned to reinforce each other by 
approaching the same ideas from different points 
of view. For example, the idea that children can 
cope with new situations is dealt with in several 
ways in these programs: “Everybody’s Different, 

All by Myself, How Do you Know?, Overnight at 

the Hospital, and Lost”. (NH) 
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The two articles in this document describe 
Swedish child centers (day nurseries, nursery 
schools, and after school centers). In one article, 
a government official discusses the overall aims 
of the child centers, their facilities and use, and 
the standards and staff. The role of national and 
local governments in administration and finances 
is outlined and the need for expansion of 
preschool facilities in Sweden is stressed. The 
second article, written by a journalist, is a 
critique of Swedish child centers from the 
parent’s point of view. The need for additional 
and better centers to reach wider and more 
diverse groups of children is emphasized. Physical 
planning, age grouping, teachers, and length of 
the center day are discussed. (NH) 
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The purpose of this study was to test the 
effects of an experimental method of instruction 
upon the cognitive development of disadvantaged 
first grade children. The hypotheses formulated 
were: (1) there is no difference between the 
medians of the control and experimental groups 
or between the numbers of subjects in each group 
placing at the various stages of conservation on 
conservation of substance tasks, conservation of 
quantity (discontinuous) tasks, and seriation 
tasks; and (2) there is no difference between the 
medians of the control and experimental groups 
on the Numbers subtest of the Metropolitan 
Readiness Tests. The sample consisted of 38 first 
grade pupils (mean age 6 years and 3 months at 
the beginning of the year) primarily from 
Mexican-American, low income homes. The 
students were pretested in September. Near the 
end of the year, a 6-week training program 
consisting of 30-minute daily lessons using 
Piaget’s tasks was administered to _ the 
experimental group by teacher aides. The 
controls were simultaneously given a traditional 
arithmetic program. The experimental program 
emphasized _ children’s’ manipulation and 
classification of materials and the development of 
language and concepts of number, size, weight 
and length as well as an awareness of reversibility 
in relation to many different kinds of 
transformations. Both hypotheses were supported.

A transactional view of 
development and the role of culture are 
discussed, and an overview of f longitudinal studies 
which | I early child 
experience and nena pone che and intellectual 
development is presented. Studies which 
investigate the effects of different types of 
stimulation upon the development of the young 
child are discussed. The need for new measures 
of intellectual development in the early years is 
emphasized, for measures currently in use have 
no predictive validity. Educators should not 
confine their efforts to the cognitive domain, but 
should involve parents and the _ general 

ity in all aspects of education, including 
decision making. (NH)

To help educators obtain more specific 

comparative data on preschool programs, this 

paper develops some common constructs for the 
objective assessment of any program. The 
constructs proposed are: (1) density, the total 
amount of sensory stimulation encountered within 

a given time span; (2) variety, the extent to 

which the program provides encounters to diverse 

stimuli/situations; (3) complexity, the extent to 
which children encounter stimuli/situations in 
their natural complex state as compared with 

encountering prepared simplified versions, (4) 

sequence, provision for future encounters and/or 

emphasis given to previous experience; (5) 

regularity, the extent to which a pattern of 

encounters recurs on a daily or weekly basis; (6) 

emergence, extent to which new materials are 

introduced as the program progresses and/or 
which expectations for use of materials and 

interactions are altered during the program; (7) 

uniformity, extent to which children within a 

program have similar encounters; (8) contrast; 

(9) pacing; (10) scope, and (11) controllability. 

The consideration of dimensions would facilitate 

the combination of various aspects of several 

programs to produce programs more closely 
tailored to a child’s assessed personological 
characteristics or stage of development.

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Identifiers—Bereiter Englemann Program 

This paper presents some inferences about 
preschool education, based on _ evaluative 
research done on the _ Bereiter-Englemann 

program. These inferences may be summarized as 
follows: (1) The Bereiter-Englemann program has 
clearly had more impact on IQ and achievement 
than the traditional child-centered approach, but 
not necessarily more impact than other 
having a strong instruttional emphasis; (2) the 
traditional nursery school and _ kindergarten 
program has failed to achieve as good results in 
cognitive learning as the more _ instructional 
approaches, and at the same time has not 
demonstrated any redeeming advantages; and (3) 
however encouraging the immediate results and 
follow-up achievement data of a preschool 
compensatory education program, no preschool 
program shows promise of making, by itself, a 
permanent difference in poor children’s scholastic 
success. It is suggested that no more resources be 
devoted to the search for better preschool 
programs because the existing technology enables 
young children to be taught far more than they 
can benefit from. It is proposed that educators 
direct more effort toward constructing articulated 
programs that permit teaching in preschool what 
will be useful later, and teaching in the 
elementary school what builds upon the child’s 
learning in preschool. (NH) 
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Identifiers—Sesame Street 
The development of children’s humor is 

described, focusing on the cognitive aspect of 

what is funny and how this relates to children’s 

intellectual growth. Cognitive elements that facil- 

itate children’s humor are identified as: (1) the 

ability to grasp incongruities, (2) the presence of 

an intellectual challenge, (3) timing, (4) novelty, 

and (5) a sense of detachment from the situation 

in the joke. Humor, as used on Sesame Street, is 

discussed as an instructional technique to 

reinforce and expand recently learned concepts. 

(NH) 
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This comprehensive study was designed to 

provide essential information for federal, state, 

and local policy planners to design and test new 
program concepts in day care services for 
children. Findings from the survey provide data 
on existing day care programs, availability of day 
care services, and the nature and extent of the 
need for day care service. The results of the 
survey indicate that there is a sizeable potential 
demand among low to moderate income working 
mothers for better day care center capacity, that 
for school-age children there is little organized 
care or other supervised recreation to meet needs 
before and after school; and low to moderate 
income working mothers pay a nominal amount 
of less than $100 a year for in-home care, and 
$400 to $700 a year for out-of-home care. 

Information was obtained from day care center 

operators on expenses and income, and parents 

were asked what they were willing to pay for 
adequate day care and what they could afford. 

This volume contains the text of the report, while 

a separate volume presents the project 

methodology and survey instruments. 


Approximately three-fourths of this document 
consists of tables.

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The purpose of this book is to make readers, 
especially teachers, more conscious of language 
processes and of the components of teacher-child 
interactions that affect language acquisition. The 
papers in this volume, devoted to both the theory 
and practice of language training, were selected 
on the basis of what appear to be promising 
practices in language training derived from 
current psycholinguistic thought. Part I contains 
the following papers: “Language Research and 
Preschool Language Training,” Donald R. Moore;

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Identifiers—Social Episodes Test 
This research was initiated to determine 
whether the extent of a white child’s first-hand 
contacts with black peers would influence his 
attitudes toward blacks. The subjects, 49 white, 
middle to upper class kindergarten children, all 
from two-parent homes with mothers who did not 
work outside the home, were divided into three 
groups: (A) children with no association with 
black children, (B) children with interracial 
contacts in school only, and (C) children with 
interracial contacts both in school and residential 
environment. The test used was the Social 
Episodes Test designed by Trager and Radke- 
Yarrow, but with pictures designed especially for 
this project. The three pictures shown and 
discussed were: (1) three white children playing 
and a black child approaching the group, (2) 
three white children playing, and (3) three white 
children and one black child playing together. An 
interview was conducted to determine the extent 
of the child’s associations with and feelings 
toward black children. 79.7% of the sample 
displayed some form of tension after being shown 
the first picture. About half that number of 
children displayed tension after picture number 
three of racial harmony. Refusal to discuss 
picture number one was most prevalent among 
Group B_ subjects. Tension displayed by 
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distraction was most evident among Group A 
subjects. (Author/AJ) 
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This study tests the hypothesis that labeling 
facilitates recall in nursery school children if and 
only if it leads to rehearsal. Subjects were 34 
children ranging in age from 47 to 53 months. 
During pretraining, those children in the Label 
p named pictures of animals and fruits as 
they were presented, while those in the No Label 
group matched each picture to the same card in a 
second set of pictures. Eight test trials followed. 
During each one the child was shown two 
pictures, one at a time, with exposure ended as 
soon as he named them (or in the No Label 
group, after a comparably brief exposure.) For all 
subjects there was a 20-second delay between 
presentation and recall, during which the tester 
conversed with the child to prevent rehearsal. 
Subjects who labeled showed recall superior to 
that of subjects who did not, indicating that the 
facilitating effect of labels in short-term memory 
is not solely attributable either to an increased 
tendency to rehearse or to the strengthening of a 
primary memory source. (Author/NH) 
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This handbook clarifies the responsibility, role 

and functions of the day care consultant. A 
chapter on the philosophy of day care is intended 
to stimulate thoughtful consideration of how 
existing patterns of day care affect children, 
parents, and the family. A variety of methods and 
Strategies for translating day care philosophy into 
practice are described. The tools needed by the 
day care consultant are knowledge, 
communication skills, _ relationship _ skills, 
constructive use of authority, and skills of 
diagnosis and problem solving. A final chapter on 
training discusses conferences and _ institutes, 
workshops, and inservice training.

Ten mother-infant dyads were observed in their 

homes for four hours each during one month in 

Order to measure interactive aspects of their 

behavior. Demographic data are included for the 





participating families, who are members of the 
Wolof in Senegal, Africa. For this study, 
interaction was defined as a sequence of 
behaviors involving both caretaker and infant 
which fell (a) within one 10-second time column 
or (b) extended over two or more time columns 
but which the observed judged to be a continuous 
sequence. Six different infant behaviors (fret/cry, 
extreme movement, look, vocalize, smile, touch) 
and five adult behaviors (touch-gross, touch-fine, 
vocalize, smile, app h) were ded. After 
collecting the observational data, the new Bayley 
Scales of Infant Development were given to the 
infants in their homes. The most important result 
to emerge was that the pattern of caretaker-infant 
interaction was related more strongly to the age 
of the infant than to any other variable 
investigated. The results of the developmental 
testing are in agreement with other findings that 
African infants show precocious development 
within the first year. No relationship between the 
interaction measures and tests of cognitive and 
motor skills was found. (Author/NH) 
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*Verbal Stimuli, Verbal Tests, Visual Measures 
This study was designed to investigate the 
functional similarity of the mental processes 
children use to learn verbal tasks and pictorial 
tasks. Children in grades 3 and 6 (n=144) and in 
grade 9 (n=112) were given four short paired- 
associate tasks entitled Pictures, Concrete Words, 
Abstract Words, and Japanese Characters. The 
tasks consisted of six stimulus-response pairs 
presented over two trials. Planned comparisons in 
mean level of performance involved the first 
three tasks. Performance on Pictures was found 
to be superior to Concrete Words, and Concrete 
Words was superior to Abstract Words, with the 
former effect reaching significance for grades 3 
and 9 and the latter for grades 3 and 6. An 
analysis of all four tasks found that correlation 
between Pictures and Concrete Words increased 
across grade levels to a greater degree than 
correlation between any other pair of tasks. This 
last result paralleled data from an auxillary 
experiment and suggests a developmental 
increase in children’s use of verbal processes 
along with imagery to learn pictorial materials.

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Identifiers—Social Learning Approach 
Written in the form of programmed instruction, 

this book is designed to help parents and teachers 

understand and correct situations in which a 

child's behavior is distressing. The book utilizes 

the social learning approach (that people learn 
most behavior patterns from other people). The 
first section discusses how parents and children 
learn and teaches about reinforcers, how children 
train parents, accidental training, and how to 
observe and retrain one’s child. The second 
section on changing undesirable behavior 
presents clues for helping belligerent, reluctant, 
overly active, dependent, frightened or withdrawn 
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rs aa Sample behavior graphs are provided.

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Development, Institutions, *Interdisciplinary 
Approach, Laws, Mental Development, 
Municipalities, Physical Development, Social

The papers presented at the Symposium on 

Issues in Human Development in Philadelphia, 
November 1967, are collected in this document. 
Included are lengthy extracts from the discussion. 
Participants at the conference were from the 
biologic and social sciences. The goal of the 
conference was not so much to reveal answers to 
problems as to make sure the right questions 
were being asked, in the hope that the ultimate 
answers might serve as guides to social and 
political action. The seven parts into which the 
conference was divided emphasized these aspects 
of human development: earliest influences; 
physical and chemical growth and development; 
socialization in early childhood; cognition and 
learning; adolescence; the city; institutions, 
economics and the law. All of the papers are 
timely; some were freshly updated before this 
publication. The issues discussed present the need 
for study and research, and for community action 
that will help children to live creative and 
productive lives. (Author/NH) 
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This report describes the validity and reliability 
studies done to standardize a preschool screening 
test developed for identification of articulation 
and language disorders. The test meets the need 
for a brief procedure which (1) identifies 
articulation and language disorders, (2) is not 
dialect bound and goes across cultural and 
regional differences in English, and (3) is 
standardized on a _ predominately black 
population. The test takes 5 to 8 minutes to 
administer and includes basic areas of 
vocabulary, articulation, and language. A failure 
in articulation and/or language indicates the need 
for a longer evaluation. The results of the short 
screening test are compared with the results of 
more extensive testing for 152 children enrolled 
in day care and Head Start type programs. Ages 
ranged from 2 1/2 to 5 1/2 years, with 25 
children in each 6 month age group. Ninety-four 
percent of the time the screening either agreed 
with the evaluation (135 children) or gave a false 
positive (10 children), indicating that this test is 
an efficient and valid indicator of articulation and 
language disorders. Communication of results to 
school personnel and parents for effective follow 
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up is discussed. Tables are included. A testing kit 
and manual are available. (Author/NH) 
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Identifiers— Eysencks Hypothesis 
Primarily a feasibility study, the research 
reported is based on Eysenck’s hypothesis that 
conditionability is a unitary factor related to 
introversion-extroversion and attention span. 
Thirty infants, representing a random sampling of 
race, sex, and socioeconomic background, were 
tested on three consecutive days at ages 3 
months, 5 months, 9 months, and 12 months. 
Tests based on existing methods of successful 
infant conditioning were adapted to infants’ 
abilities at each age, but at each test time 
included eye blink, vocalization, head turn, 
discrimination and single-stimulus conditioning. 
Tests of attention-span and the Bayley Test of 
Mental and Motor Development were also given 
each time. The subjects will be tested again at 
age 3 and at age 7, using standard IQ and 
personality tests. The feasibility of this 
longitudinal study was established, and 
conclusions were drawn about the usefulness of 
the various conditioning procedures employed. 
Further research leading to _ standardized 
procedures and a test of conditionability is 
needed, to give clues to the child’s individual 
learning style. Figures showing the apparatus for 
the tests used in this study are included.

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Identifiers— Project Head Start, Ute 
The Ute Indian Tribe Day Care Center at Fort 

Duchesne, Utah, is an expanded Head Start 
Program serving Ute and Anglo children. The 
community control of the center is significant: 
two-thirds of the staff are Ute; parents work as 
paid staff and volunteers in teaching situations; 
monthly parent meetings are held; 40% of the 
parents are involved in a career development 
program; and the center distributes its own 
monthly newsletter. Ethnic identity and bilingual 
communication are stressed in the day care 
program. Children are taught about their native 
legends, foods, crafts and dances. Center 
personnel feel that the emphasis on Ute culture 
gives Ute children increased tribal pride and 
Anglo children a better understanding of their 
Indian neighbors. Children in the center are free 
to choose their own activities and self-reliance is 
encouraged. The center provides a full-time 
nutritional and health program. A floor plan of 
the center, a community history, an explanation 
of center and staff organization, a chart of the 
use of the coordinator’s time, and parent com- 
ments are included in this document. An 
appendix provides a sample daily schedule, 
weekly menu, physical exam form and child 
information form. ( AJ) 
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Identifiers—CDT, Child Development Trainer 
Program, Piaget 
This day care center, operated by 

University and serving 100 children toisth to 3- 

year-old), admits only one child per family. The 

child must be the first or second child in a family 
where both parents have high school education or 
less and earn less than $5,000 per year. The 
program philosophy maintains that quality day 
care must carry over into the child’s home life 
and community. The center supports a home visit 
program designed to help fulfill the educational, 
nutritional and health needs of expectant mothers 
through the child’s third year. Many of the 
women selected for the program are unmarried 
high school students. The primary goal of the 
educational program is to give young children 
and their families opportunity for maximum 
intellectual, emotional and social growth. The 
infant program emphasizes the young child’s 
emotional need for attachment to a special 
person, follows Piagetian task sequencing, 
provides infant stimulation and encourages 
language development.

A day care center operated by American Child

The Family Day Care Career Program plan of 

New York City provides day care for 
approximately 3500 children of public assistance 
or low income career mothers (working, in 
school, or in training) in the homes of teacher 
mothers (day care mothers). The day care homes 
are administered by 21 sub-centers, which 
provide support for teacher mothers through 
home visits by educational aides and day care 
aides. Two career development paths are 
available to women in the program: internal 
(teacher mothers may move upward to other staff 
positions) and outside the system (career mothers 
are given counseling and helped to receive 
training and job placement). The system provides 
a means for teacher mothers to earn needed 
moncy at home and to increase their feelings of 
self-worth. With good day care for their children 
available free of charge, career mothers are able 
to improve their lives through employment or 
training.

The Berkeley Children’s Centers system of 
seven day care centers, 3 preschool and 4 school- 
age, for children of working parents of low 
income homes (below $6,000/year) is sponsored 
by the Berkeley Unified School District. The 285 
Black, Anglo and Chicano children enrolled are 
under the supervision of 83 staff members. The 
centers’ association with the public school district 
allows them to share in the higher salaries and 
employee benefits, specialized staff, information 
resources, personnel services, stability and 
community support of the larger system. The 
system combines centralized organization for 
resources while maintaining local autonomy for 
each center. The basic program tries to respond 
to the individual needs of child, staff member and 
parent. Child are grouped by developmental 
stage rather than age, and have free choice 
between self-help materials and planned activit- 
ies. Some centers utilize a Nimnicht Responsive 
Environment model. A part-time nurse for the 
children and social services for parents are 
available. Although home visits are made when 
problems arise, parental involvement is minimal.

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Identifiers—*Greeley Parent Child Center 
The Greeley Parent Child Center in Greeley, 

Colorado is a year-round center serving primarily 

a Chicano migrant or settled-out migrant 

population. A comprehensive child care program 

is offered during the day, and educational 
programs for the parents are available during the 
evening. The center was originally funded by 

Head Start and was developed as a model to be 

duplicated in other migrant areas. Later, funding 

came from private sources. Recently the parents 

of children attending the center formed a 

nonprofit corporation and are involved in 

policymaking decisions. The center is currently 
understaffed, and at times the care offered the 
children is mainly custodial, but is aimed at self- 
image enrichment and better health. However, 
there are some structured activities: art, 
storytelling, singing, numbers, names, and letters. 

Volunteers and aides assist the head teacher. 

With no money available for staff training, an 

informal self-teaching and each-one-teach-one 

atmosphere prevails. Estimated and _ in-kind 
expenditures are itemized.

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Identifiers—*Georgetown Day Care Center 
The Georgetown Day Care Center, in 
Washington, D.C., is dually sponsored by a large 
hospital and a private non-profit organization and 
offers day care services to a small number of the 
children of parents who work at the hospital. The 
center also functions as a halfway house for 
children in a diagnostic center which identifies 
preschool children with observable or potential 
handicaps. The day care program allows these 
children to be gradually introduced into a normal 
preschool setting, while they are being worked 
with and observed. The primary emphasis of the 
program is the child’s social and emotional 
development, but some pre-reading and pre- 
kindergarten math materials are used. A unique 
combination of use of private and public 
resources is demonstrated in this center, for the 
hospital provides physical facilities, health care, 
and food services; the private organization raises 
funds for teachers’ salaries and supplies, and 
provides volunteer help in the classroom; and the 
parents pay on a sliding scale based on income. 
Parents meet regularly and are represented on 
the advisory committees. Appendixes include 
samples of parent and volunteer involvement 
materials.

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Housed in structures formerly used by a 

church, the Sth City Preschool is located in one 

of Chicago’s poorest black ghettos. The 228 

infant-to-kindergarten-age children (78% Black, 

22% White) are all from families living in the Sth 

City area. The program emphasizes the develop- 

ment of the total child and concentrates on 

helping children to build a strong self-image. The 
curriculum encompasses reading, language, math, 
writing, drama, musical instruments, architecture, 
poetry, drama, sculpture, prose, songs, and 
pictorials. A stable daily sequence of events is 
followed. To create structured relationships 
within a class, children are given practical roles 
and jobs, wear uniforms, march in groups, sit, 
wait and stand together. Daily teacher meetings 
are held on curriculum planning and training. 
The program is an important segment of a 
comprehensive community reformation 
experiment and personnel will gradually be 
replaced by community members. Sponsored by 
the Church Federation of Greater Chicago, other 
centers operated on the same basis are located in 

18 other cities including Bombay, India, Sidney, 

Australia, and Hong Kong. The directors of these 

schools are trained at the Sth City Preschool.

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Identifiers— *AVCO Day Care Center 

AVCO, a private industry in the Boston area, 
has provided the financial and corporate support 
for the AVCO Day Care Center described in this 
booklet. The population served by the center is 
88 percent black and 12 percent white. 
Admission does not depend upon income, 
employment at AVCO, or personal background 
but is on a first-come, first-served basis, provided 
parents can pay the moderate rates. The primary 
concern of the staff is the promotion of the social 
and emotional development of the children, who 
range in age from | to 5 years. Emphasis is 
placed on positive self-image, self-reliance, 
friendly interaction, and a flexible atmosphere. 
The codirectors spend about half time working 
directly with the children rather than confining 
themselves strictly to administration.

The West 80th Street Day Care Center 

represents a community effort to meet the needs 
of the children and parents in the New York 
ghetto area it serves. The heart of the program 
and a major reason for its success is the fact that 
the center is community-controlled, with an 
unusually high degree of parent involvement. To 
help improve the lives of whole families, not just 
the children in the day care program, the center 
is very involved in social action programs, 
counseling and referrals, offers help to older 
children, and acts in special emergency situations.

The Central City Head Start Day Care Center 
in Salt Lake City serves 62 preschoolers from 
families meeting the OEO poverty guidelines.

Significant to the program’s success are: the 
complementary mix of staff personalities, the 
emphasis on career development of 
paraprofessionals, the. extensive parental 
involvement, cross-cultural education, health care 
and social service resources.

normal children). The professional staff is heavily 
dependent on 26 volunteers.

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The Mecklenburg County Department of Social 
Services in Charlotte, North Carolina, operates 
nine child development day care centers and 5 
day homes which provide care for 257 Black and 
Anglo children, 2- to 5-years-old, primarily from 
low-income homes. The centers are located in 
churches, schools, and facilities in low income 
housing projects. The system's basic emphasis is 
to teach “culturally isolated” children to function 
in an integrated world using a variety of ethnic 
materials. Emphasis is placed on language 
development, motor and coordination skills, 
creative expression, and social-emotional 
development. Unique to the centers’ program is 
the style and scope of the nutrition program. 
Many children suffer from malnutrition, anemia, 
and psychological anxieties resulting from chronic 
hunger at home. Double amounts of food are 
served on Mondays when children are hungry 
from the weekend and on Fridays in anticipation 
of the weekend. Mealtime becomes a period for 
learning socialization. Another significant aspect 
of the program is the private home after-school 
care facilities that provide relaxed, yet 
stimulating, atmospheres for children after the 
regimented public school day. Although program 
data varies from center to center, general topics 
discussed in this report include parental 
involvement, transportation, health programs, 
staff training, center organization, and resource 
uses.

This document describes 19 Appalachian day 

care centers, operated by the Kentucky Child 


Welfare Research Foundation, serving 639 
preschoolers for nine school months and 247 
during the 9-week summer session. The 
centers,located in churches, abandoned school 
houses and store fronts are staffed largely by 
paraprofessionals from the community. Social 
services are extended beyond the child to the 
family. For instance, a homemaker service is 
offered the mothers during which the homemaker 
visits parents and offers to help in cooking, 
cleaning, or caring for a disabled parent. The 
homemaker often stimulates parents’ interest in 
their children and helps families to 
themselves. Parents are involved in all levels of 
the project's policymaking apparatus and active 
in all aspects of the program.

Polish, 2.8 million; Mexican, 1.9 million; and 

Russian 1.6 million. In general, most groups were 

similar to the national average in terms of 

number of years of schooling. Among all adults in 

the United States in November 1969, some 55% 

had completed at least 4 years of high school. 

However, the proportion of high school graduates 

among persons of Russian origin was about 69%. 

The proportion of high school graduates among 

persons of Mexican origin was considerably 

lower--about 24% had completed 4 years of high 
school or more. Among all adults, 21% had 
completed 1 or more years of college; among 
those of Russian origin, about 35% had this much 
education; and among persons of Mexican origin, 

6% had completed some years of college. 

Additionally, about 11% of all adults in the 

United States had completed 4 or more years of 

college, as compared with 23% of those of 

Russian origin and 2% of those of Mexican

As a 
result of the follow-up, conducted to determine 
whether grades earned at Bacone could be used 
to indicate a student's ability to do college work 
elsewhere, it is believed that students from 
oo can do college work in other institutions.

The document reports an audit review made of 
educational activities within the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs (BIA) area offices in Anadarko and 
Muskogee, Oklahoma; Gallup, New Mexico; 
Juneau, Alaska; and Phonenix, Arizona. The field 
work, completed in 1967, was designed to (1) 
compile financial information to correlate with 
measures of output, (2) identify and determine 
reasons for differences in unit costs between 
geographical areas and accounting periods, (3) 
assess reliability of the BIA’s financial records, 
and (4) appraise the effectiveness of the BIA’s 
financial information in meeting management 
needs. Available information used included the 
fiscal years 1960 through 1965. The review 
principally focused upon effectiveness of the 
financial information system, feeding costs, 
guidance and dormitory operation costs, school 
bus and biannual transportation costs, plant 
operations and maintenance costs, and laundry 
expenses incurred by BIA schools. Also reviewed 
were assistance to Indian pupils in non-Federal 
schools; school management, instruction, and 
program direction; and summer programs and 
adult education programs. Recommendations for 
improvement in financial management by the BIA 
are included in the report, as well as 22 trend 
charts and schedules with narrative designed to 
focus on principal results of the review.

Conducted in 1965 by the Wisconsin Depart- 

ment of Public Welfare, this study sought to (1) 

bring about a better understanding of the school 

dropout, (2) determine major dropout causes, 
and (3) identify difficulties and achievements of 
dropouts in the Lakeland Union High School, 

Wisconsin. Utilizing a control group of 100 

students selected on the basis of sex, parent 

occupation, geographical location of home, and 
race (Indian or Anglo)--all of which 
corresponded with the dropout group--it was 
established through interview that poverty and 
the accompanying cultural traits contributed most 
heavily to a student's dropping out. The poverty 





group was characterized by (1) hostility toward 
the community and its power structure, (2) 
dependency upon welfare, and (3) "today being 
the only real entity in time. The non-poverty 
group showed the attitudes of rejection as well as 
paternalism toward the poverty group. Lack of 
leadership ability and lack of participation in 
extracurricular activities, negative or non-caring 
attitudes by parents, lack of academic 
achievement, and lack of periodicals in the home 
all correlated positively to dropouts. This study 
also pointed out that Indian dropouts may be 
running from cultural conflict in the society, in 
instructional assumptions, and in value judgments 
of the school. An appendix showing the age at 
withdrawal (by month) and age-sex distribution 
of the populations in 10 district towns is 
included, along with survey instruments and a 
bibliography. (MJB)

In an effort to provide better manpower 
services to workers and employers in rural areas, 
the Farm Labor and Rural Manpower Service 
established new manpower service centers in 4 
Michigan counties during 1970. The field staff 
provided referral services to over 1,000 migrant 
families and provided part-time personnel 
services during periods of peak loads in many 
counties in order to expedite supportive services. 
Over 20,000 emergency food stamp and surplus 
food certificates were issued to migrant families 
by the Department of Social Welfare. Although 
production of fruit crops and employment of 
seasonal agricultural workers declined during 
1970, Farm Labor and Rural Manpower Service 
personnel made 65,418 referrals which resulted 
in 51,236 placements. The average earnings of 
hourly-rated workers increased, while the average 
earnings of piece-rated workers decreased. 
Participating in the final year of the Texas 
Migrant Experimental and Demonstration 
Project, the emphasis for 1970 was aimed at 
supplying job counseling, job training, and 
employment services needed to assist 
participating migrant families in facilitating their 
transition from seasonal farm employment to 
other careers which provide permanent 
employment and higher incomes. Twelve project 
families desired to quit the migrant stream in 
1970 and settle in Michigan.

Low-income status was the lot of 26% of open-

Of those with 
low income, 37% had no economic potential 
because of age (over 65) or disability and needed 
some form of income maintenance to alleviate 
poverty. Of those considered to have economic 
potential, 20% could expect to escape poverty 
through job retraining. If 2 or more members of a 
consumer unit (an individual or a family) were 
retrained, as many as 25% of the consumer units 
might escape poverty. Fewer than one-half of 
those potentially able to escape poverty were 
interested in retraining, which challenges 
retraining program administrators to develop 
innovative training delivery systems. Very few 
respondents had _ potential for becoming 
successful farmers.

The report presents a profile of poverty groups, 

based on characteristics of household heads, 
which could be useful in formulating and 
evaluating assistance programs for the poor. 
Rural households in the Coastal Plain of 
northeastern South Carolina were grouped into 5 
mutually exclusive categories determined by the 
age, disability, and sex of the household head: (1) 
households with heads 65 years and older, (2) 
households with disabled heads less than 65 years 
old, (3) households with able-bodied male heads 
aged 45-64 years, (4) households with able- 
bodied male heads less than 45 years old, and (5) 
households with able-bodied female heads less 
than 65 years old.

Assistance programs 
designed to lessen the impact of poverty among 
rural youth must be oriented to this target group. 
Most heads, particularly the younger ones, were 
willing to train, change jobs, and move from the 
area, if necessary, to get better pay. The 
remaining productive years of this group warrant 
public investment to improve skills and other 
income-producing resources.

*Sociocultural Patterns, *Spanish 
In determining whether Spanish usage is a valid 

indicator of ethnic identification, 669 Texas high 

school sophomores (3 Negroes, 70 Anglos, and 

596 Mexican Americans) were interviewed. 

Mexican American respondents were then 

isolated on the basis of response to 4 questions, 

and their responses regarding family were 
grouped under 2 headings: (1) Characteristics of 

Family of Orientation and (2) Aspirations for 

Future Family -of Procreation. Data were 

analyzed using the analysis of variance F-test, 

with controlled variables being sex, place of 
residence (city, town, country-nonfarm, and 
farm), and residence on/not on the Mexican 

Border. Language usage as an indicator of ethnic 

identification was concluded to be invalid by this 

study, but “the theoretical significance of this 
fact must be explored.”

individual variations, resulting in group 
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perceptions rather than individual rceptions, 
and (3) to develop a set of criteria for assessing 
the dormitory program. Data collection was 
accomplished using personal _ interviews, 
classroom and playground observations, 
sociograms, standardized tests, and informal 
conversation. In addition, 71 student case studies 
from the 1963 sample and 42 student case studies 
from the 1968 sample were used to supplement 
information obtained from 15 members of the 
dormitory staff, 2 school board members, 10 
administrators, 54 teachers, 21 Anglo students, 
and the parents or relatives of 26 Navajo 
children.

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The early 70’s will see educational programs in 
transition as the Nixon administration attempts to 
redesign Health, Education, and Welfare. The 
program thrust is beginning to become apparent 
in 1970. Local educators need to take into strict 
account the fact that education can no longer do 
the job alone. Educators must use other social 
agencies and must refine a partnership with the 
private sector to provide youngsters with realistic 
educational opportunities. This will be difficult in 
regions of the South where strong political 
influence has always pervaded education. As 
education must broaden its base and develop 
sources of support in other sectors of the 
community, it will erode the power base of the 
school superintendent and his traditional hold 
over decisions in education.

School experiences must relate to real things, and 
the spirit of discovery must be tied to an analysis 
of society’s needs. Education programs for the 
70’s will be designed to provide better-trained 
teachers, new program thrusts, and innovative 
structures so that education may continue to 
develop.

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Subjects ranging from preschoolers to 
professors were asked to choose between pairs of 
stimulus pseudowords, the one most like a given 
target word. Unidimensional scale analysis, item 
analysis, and factor analysis of the data resulted 
in the following findings: (1) Adults showed a 
dominant preference to “addition” errors as 
opposed to errors of changes in letter order. (2) 
Preschoolers showed a definite lack of 
preference; those who did show some consistent 
choice behavior preferred the letter order 
distortions.

(5) The teacher 
must be concerned that the demands he puts on 
his students are realistic. (6) Preparation of 
teachers who will teach the urban child must give 
more emphasis to psychology, sociology, and 
practical experience. Hopefully, if these 
suggestions are adopted, there will be a reduction 
in the number of urban children in the schools 
who are educationally disadvantaged. References 
are included.

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A remedial reading program can be justified if 
it is well managed. Such a program is 
characterized by effective planning, organization, 
staffing, direction, control, innovation, 
representation, and communication. The key to a 
well-managed remedial reading program is a 
responsible principal. The principal should 
organize a committee to handle planning of the 
program; such planning should result in clearly 
stated program objectives. An _ organization 
should be carefully created to carry out the 
objectives, including selection of the right 
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An EPDA Experienced Teachers Fellowship 
Program designed for elementary and secondary 
reading teachers was conducted at Loyola 
University and had as its chief aim the training of 
teachers to improve the reading instruction of 
disadvantaged youths with learning problems 
caused by their communication backgrounds and 
inability to read. The program sought to provide 
the participant with (1) a substantial background 
in communications skills, (2) an understanding of 
the psychoeducational dynamics of the reading 
process, (3) an _ understanding of the 
communication problems of the disadvantaged, 
(4) a background of professional readings and 
experiences, and (5) the guidance and 
supervision necessary to enable participants to 
evaluate their professional growth. To accomplish 
these objectives, a sequential program provided 
background information, analysis of videotaped 
diagnostic procedures, and experiences in parish 
schools. with diagnostic testing and individual 
remedial instruction. The program staff, which 
was interdepartmental and _ crossdiscipline, 
worked closely with the participants both on 
campus and in the schools. Participants were 
introduced to and used a variety of material and 
techniques. Evaluation of the program was jointly 
provided by faculty, participants, and school 
supervisors, and their consensus was that the 
program was an enlightening and enriching 
experience. (VJ) 
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Children enter primary grades at the height of 
their language learning momentum, and this 
momentum should be preserved throughout the 
primary grades. In the last decade there has been 
a move toward the knocking down of physical 
walls within the school (nongrading, team 
teaching, and individualized instruction), but first 
the psychological walls within the curriculum 
should be knocked down.

As innovative 
materials, methods, and equipment become 
available, the program should use them whenever 
possible.

“nonprofessional” reading methods that have 
proven successful. In addition, both reading 
methods instructors and reading teachers should 
understand and practice the basic rules for 
success in reading. Finally, reading teachers must 
teach aggressively, think positively, and work at 
the task of teaching.

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The Wisconsin Design for Reading Skill 
Development is a vehicle for implementing a 
skills d app h to reading instruction.

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This study investigated (1) whether symbol- 
symbol correspondences are learned better when 
imbedded in whole words or when presented 
individually and (2) the effect of these two 
instructional methods on transfer from an 
experimental transitional writing system (TWS) 
to traditional orthography (TO). Thirty-five 
undergraduates were randomly assigned to two 
treatment groups (18 to individual symbol 
method of presentation and 17 to the embedded 
symbol whole word method). For the first group, 
17 TWS_ graphemes were paired with 
corresponding TO graphemes in the Roman 
alphabet for learning; for the second group, the 
symbols were arranged to spell nine words.

The effectiveness of instruction in the use of 
the Program Improvement Project (PIP) model 
for helping teachers become informed classroom 
decision makers was examined. Subjects were 60 
teacher volunteers from inner-city elementary 
schools in Indianapolis, Indiana. The teachers 
were exposed to the main concepts of the PIP 
model in six seminar sessions, and _ the 
pretest/treatment/post-test design was used to 
evaluate the effects of the treatment.

The primary function of the reading consultant 
is to work with teachers in effecting change in 
attitude, method, and curriculum so that all 
students move toward their full potential in 
learning.

First, he can help teachers conceive of reading as 
a thinking process that varies with the subject 
matter being considered and assist them in 
understanding how the mind comprehends and 
remembers new material. Second, the consultant 
can assist teachers in developing learning strateg- 
ies that incorporate study skills unique to each 
content area. Third, by working directly with 
subject-matter teachers, the consultant can help 
formulate learning activities that are specifically 
aimed at the disabled learner.

Fourth, the consultant can be instrumental in 
innovating interdepartmental cooperation in 
helping students develop study skills common to 
all subjects. Finally, the consultant can provide 
the leadership necessary for implementing a 
comprehensive reading program in the school. 
However, unless the consultant has the capacity 
for personal relationships and is an open, caring 
person, his efforts in working with teachers to 
help students will not be fully successful.

Psycholinguistics holds great potential for aiding 
the reading teacher, but until the psychologist 
and the linguist add the neurologist to their study, 
the help from _ psycholinguistics will be 
incomplete. Reading instruction is also aided by 
lexicography and etymology; dictionary usage is a 
valuable word attack skill, and tracing word 
origins is a source of pleasure for some students.

From the analysis it was concluded that 
student attitudes toward mathematics are directly 
related to their reports of their parents’ attitudes 
toward mathematics and _ that student 
achievement in mathematics is directly related to 
student attitudes toward mathematics.

Identifiers— Michigan, *Values Education 
This report is based on a questionnaire, on the 
subject of education in moral values, sent to all 
of the school superintendents of the state. The 
four open-ended questions included on the 
questionnaire were designed to elicit from the 
superintendents statements concerning what their 
schools are currently doing in regard to education 
in this crucial area, as well as what they feel the 
needs are for improving approaches. Of the 552 
school districts in the state at the time of mailing, 
269 questionnaires were returned, these were 
submitted to a content analysis, whereby the 
researcher tabulated bers of resp in 
certain areas to roughly estimate the frequency of 
certain ideas. These patterns and trends were 
indicated: 1) moral aspects of education belong 
in all aspects of the curriculum; 2) educators in 
small communities tend to feel the problems of 
morality are more severe in large cities; 3) moral 
values should be especially stressed in social stud- 
ies, English, and home economics classes; 4) 
teacher must set moral examples; and, 5) teacher 
training programs must stress moral values as an 
area of educational concern.

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The objective of conducting this survey is to 
locate areas where the secondary education 
program in India needs to be strengthened. The 
investigation studies the areas of: 1) physical 
facilities available in the secondary schools; 2) 
administration and staff; 3) subject enrollments; 
4) curriculum and evaluation; and, 5) cost 
patterns. To gather data in these areas a 
questionnaire was developed with 108 major 
questions. These questions were structured under 
the following twelve headings: 1) general 
identification, 2) school enrollment; 3) 
curriculum offerings and time allocations; 4) 
physical fucilities; 5) teaching — staff; 6) 
administrative organization; 7) school finance; 8) 
examination and evaluation; 9) instructional 
program; 10) school library; 11) co-curricular 
activities; and, 12) pupil's welfare.

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This paper illustrates how behavioral models 
which embody a critical language can be used to 
describe and predict some categories of 
classroom events. It defines teaching-learning as a 
set of events which are mediated primarily by a 
person, the consequence of which is change in 
behavior of a second person. A language for 
describing this phenomenon is needed which 
should denote those events which may properly 
be called instruction and those which should be 
labeled in other ways. The use of behavioral 
models has three advantages: 1) the models are 
relatively simple; 2) they require the fewest 
number of assumptions about the phenomena 
being described; and 3) there is a _ rich 
information bank about behavior analyzed in 
these terms.

The major emphasis is on the 
junior-year block-sequence of courses entitled 
Basic Preparation for Teaching--a team-taught, 
individualized, interdisciplinary sequence which 
includes 45 half-days of field experience. 
Placements are made in three city schools at 
various grade levels, where the focus progresses 
from an initial emphasis upon a one-to-one 
tutoring role to a _ small-group teaching 
experience, to a field experience teaching the full 
classroom group.

Richard W. Saxe 
notes the several meanings of systems approach 
as they apply to the various aspects of designing a 
training program. Charles C. Jung describes three 
kinds of problem-solving processes and identifies 
the prerequisites for using change processes. Jack 
Spiess reviews the different approaches to leader- 
ship, and suggests the applicability of concepts of 
leadership to the specific situation of Teacher 
Corps team leaders. Robert Chin and Herschel N. 
Hadley consider that the teaching team has two 
objectives: to accomplish its assigned task and to 
maintain itself as a group. Jerry J. Bellon deals 
with the task of the team leader functioning as a 
professional manager to develop and maintain a 
work environment which facilitates the attain- 
ment of organizational objectives. Wilford A. 
Weber defines some concepts of competency 
based teacher education and suggests appropriate 
roles for team leaders. Kenneth R. Howey 





defends the position that the teacher is the 
curriculum. (MBM) 
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This study, carried out in 1959-60 in the public 
schools of three counties in southeastern Florida, 
compares the teaching effectiveness of beginning 
teachers who are provisionally certified because 
of lack of all or some of the prescribed 
professional preparation in education courses 
with teachers who have met full certification 
requirements. Seventy-six provisionally certified 
teachers were paired with 76 fully certified 
teachers, matched as closely as possible on a 
number of background variables. Systematic and 
repeated classroom observations were used to 
estimate teaching effectiveness, with each teacher 
observed five times during the year. Each teacher 
was also rated twice by his principal. The original 
item ratings from the Classroom Observation 
Report were converted into standard scores, 
which, in turn were averaged to give five 
subscores which formed the basic data for 
analysis. The comparisons overwhelmingly 
favored the teachers who had completed the 
proiessional sequence of education courses, and 
the differences were statistically significant in all 
but one of the group comparisons made. In view 
of the conclusion that completion of education 
courses is reflected in more effective teaching, at 
least during the first year, the implication is that 
education courses have a legitimate place in the 
required program of teacher preparation. (MBM) 
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The first half of this document examines the 
national supply and demand of teachers, while 
the second half is concerned with the situation in 
Wisconsin.

necessary for verbal mediation in problem solving 
can also be taught. (Author/CK) 
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The comprehension of  aurally-presented 
narrative passages by fourth-grade children as a 
function of listening rate and performance on 11 
predictor variables was _ investigated. 
predictor tests included: PPVT, Otis Intelligence 
Test, MAT, Listening Comprehension, Digit 
Span, Coding, Auditory Attention Span, Clerical 
Speed, Perceptual Speed, Auditory Vocal 
Sequencing, and Chronological Age. The 
narrative passages were presented at rates of 126, 
190, 252, 312, and 380 words per minute. The 
criterion data were obtained from the subjects’ 
responses to multiple-choice questions based on 
the content of the passages. Subjects were 
children in three ——e classes taken from 
schools in neighborhoods of mixed 
socioeconomic levels, providing a subject pool of 
72 child The subjects in each classroom were 
randomly assigned to five experimental groups, 
yielding a total of eight subjects per group. The 
remaining 32 subjects served as controls. Each 
experimental subject was given the battery of 
predictor tests listed above. The subjects were 
then exposed to the passages at the different 
rates. One passage and the accompanying 
criterion test were presented at each of five 
sessions. The data indicated that a slower than 
mormal speed resulted in greater comprehension. 
In terms of most efficient use of time, however, a 
speed about 25 percent faster than normal was 
best.

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The study attempted to determine if differences 

occurred in the written language patterns used by 

intermediate grade children when they wrote 

compositions for different purposes.

(1) The correlation matrixes reveal that many of 
the criteria are highly related; (2) The written 
language patterns of intermediate grade children 
are significantly different when they write for 
different purposes; (3) Intermediate grade boys 
and girls exhibit similar written language patterns 
regardless of their grade level or the form of their 
compositions; (4) Pupils in fourth, fifth, and sixth 
grades use similar written language patterns; (5) 
The sentence and the T-unit criteria yield similar 
results; (6) Children’s compositions reveal the 
following descending order of frequency of 
sentence types: simple, complex, compound, and 
compound-complex.

The objectives of this study were twofold: (1) 
to empirically identify and analyze trained and 
untrained observers’ affective responses to a

There is a need for clarity regarding different 
research strategies in order to assess the relative 
contribution of each. Using the framework of the 
Facet Design Technique (FDT) for problem 
structuring, eight general research strategies are 
identified as they relate to measurement fidelity, 
representativeness of units, and treatment 
administration. Three forces are seen as having 
contributed to a system of classifying research 
methods. They include: development of an 
instrument for evaluating the methodological 
adequacy of research in education; a growing 
reliance on the experimental method; and, the 
Guttman Facet Technique (FDT) which 
provides a system for the development of a 
conceptual universe on a specified problem in 
advance of the generation of empirical data.

It is concluded 
that in some instances, data that have specific 
inadequacies can yield stronger conclusions 
through the application of certain statistical 
techniques, but that the overall evaluation of any 
completed research cannot be concluded until a 
contrast is made which holds up the statistic used 
to the statistic most a jate for the nature of 
the generated data.

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Joreskog’s general method for analysis of 
covariance structures was developed for 
estimating a model invoiving structures of a very 
general form on means, variances, and 
covariances of multivariate observations.

Scales, IFI, Institutional Functioning Inventory 
Both the Institutional Functioning Inventory 
(IFI) and the College and University Scales (C- 
UES) are self-study and evaluation instruments. 
Because the IFI is concerned primarily with 
dimensions of interest to faculty, while CUES 
reflects aspects of campus life more important to 
students, these two measures are frequently used 
together to obtain a complete perspective. It may 
be disconcerting when the user finds that each 
employs a different scoring technique. The IFI is 
scored in the typical measurement fashion where 
each item answered in the keyed direction is 
scored “1” and those in a non-keyed direction 
are scored “0.” The scoring system for CUES is 
quite different; it utilizes the “66+/33-" method, 
a technique which takes into account only those 
items about which there is a consensus of two-to- 
one or greater among the respondents. IFI data 
from the 37 institutions comprising the IFI 
normative group was rescored using the CUES 
method. The comparison of the two scoring 
techniques indicated that the two methods are 
practically identical in terms of the resulting 
institutional profiles. However, a variety of 
reasons are given for the retention of the 
traditional sgoring method with IFI. (CK)

Scores from tests in the same battery are put 
on scales which are the “same” in some‘sense, so 
that certain interpretations are made easier. This 
is often done when scores for different tests are 
obtained on different population segments, 
especially such as newer, more varied batteries of 
test offerings. It is felt that traditional erroneous 
expectations about the meaning of scaled scores 
may be carried over into the new situations and 
hence certain of these expectations are discussed.

Selections touch not only upon 

the contemporary upsurge of interest in things 

African, but also upon the relationships between 

a group of Americans and their origin, and the 

effects and consequences of this relationship. The 

first five chapters deal with African and African- 

American history, and the last three deal with the 

contemporary outlook of Africans and African- 

Americans. Both primary and secondary source 

materials are used; these facilitate both the 

evaluation of writings contemporaneous to 
particular historical problems and the gains 
reached by the benefit of increments in 

knowledge and historical perspective. (DM)

show that, despite racism, American blacks have 

independently developed some of their own 
cultural strengths. if are correctly 
harnessed, they could provide important 
resources for the revitalization and development 
of the black community.

Seventy-eight 
teachers and 798 students participated, giving 
written responses to a series of inventory 
instruments. Major conclusions drawn from the 
study included the following: (1) The purpose of 
ghetto schools has become the elimination of the 
child by encouraging him to commit 
psychological suicide; (2) it is possible to develop 
instruments competent to measure a broad range 
of attitudes and value systems; (3) the learners in 
this study were proud of school and intensely 
desired to succeed; and, (4) faculty were not 
capable of establishing constructive relationships 
without considerable alteration of their own self- 
concept. (Author/DM ) 
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Differences, *Student Behavior, Urban Schools 
This investigation sought to study the 
socioeconomically disadvantaged child and his 
levels of achievement as related to the control of 
positive and negative reinforcements, personality 
constructs, classroom behavior, and parental 
attitudes about classroom behavior and school 
achievement. The sample consisted of 50 
matched pairs of eighth grade black boys and 
girls. Findings tended to support previous 
research--which suggested that a belief in self- 
responsibility is a motivational influence on 
achievement. Additional support was also found 
for the construct-validity of the internal-external 
control variable as a generalized personality 
construct. Significant sex differences were found 
as well. Few significant differences were found 
among the mothers of underachievers and 
adequate achievers in their responses to the

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The John F. Kennedy Family Service Center in 
Boston operated a 3-year experimental project to 
provide assistance to “hard core” unemployed 
senior citizens. The participants in the program 
were interviewed and tested to ascertain their 
abilities and interests. Vocational counselors then 
contacted employers to arrange for job interviews 
and placement. Of a total of 667 persons placed 
by the Center, 307 were direct placements and 
360 persons found jobs by themselves. The 
project showed that employers can be made to 
realize that the hiring and retaining of the older 
worker can be an asset, and that there is a need 
for more demonstration programs to provide 
comprehensive supportive services to the older 
worker.

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Job tenure is determined by the interaction of 
such labor demand factors as wages, hours, 
working conditions, job duties and responsibilities 
with such labor supply factors as worker 
preferences and on-the-job performance.

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The Florida Citrus Crop is expected to increase

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The objective of this project was to develop a 
center for the employment of severely disabled 
and older workers in a competitive industrial 
environment. Patterned after a similar center in 
the state of New York, Abilities Inc. of Florida 
adopted the specific purposes of: (1) providing a 
continuing basis of employment for severely 
disabled and aged, workers, (2) providing 
vocational training and work adjustment training 
for severely disabled and aged workers who might 
enter competitive employment following such 
training, (3) providing clinical training for 
rehabilitation personnel, and (4) stimulating the 
employment of severely disabled and older 
workers through demonstration techniques. 
Abilities, Inc. is carefully geared to the 
geographic and economic conditions of their 
setting. Since the program is job oriented, no 
therapy or treatment administered during 
working hours so that employees work a standard 
industrial day and produce products competitive 
with similar industries. Employees receive 
prevailing wages and_ standard benefits. 
Moreover, in addition to placing employees in 
existing jobs, Abilities is working to reeducate the 
community so that new jobs for the disabled may 
be developed. (JS) 
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A special survey was conducted of all females 
registered as unemployed in the Employment 
Districts of Newcastle and Wallongong in New 
South Wales, Geelong in Victoria and Elizabeth 
in South Australia. In addition to the principal 
findings and conclusions of the study, this report 
includes an examination of the main reasons for 
female unemployment § together with a 
consideration of possible ways to reduce the 
problem. The results indicated that the incidence 
of registered female unemployment in the four 
areas was relatively severe and that the 
insufficiency of opportunities was mainly 
attributed to an imbalance in the industrial 
structure.

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To document the driving experience of amput- 
ees and to test whether amputees differ from 
non-amputees in the operation of a simulated 
motor vehicle, related literature was reviewed, a 
comprehensive study of private motor vehicle 
operation by amputees was carried out, and 100 
persons (20 non-impaired, non-commercial 
drivers, 20 non-impaired, commercial drivers, and 
60 amputees) were tested on a vehicle simulator 
to study the physical components of steering and 
braking. In addition, the amputees were 
interviewed by a psychiatric social worker. The 
clinical interviews revealed a universal presence 
of chronic depression among the amputees. The 
experimental tests indicated that there was no 
evidence that amputees who were able to pass 
conventional driver licensing tests have greater 
accident frequencies than do unimpaired persons. 
The vehicle simulator experiments revealed that, 
with appropriate power assists, unilateral 
orthopedic impairment should not necessarily 
impair driving performance. On the basis that 
orthopedically impaired persons usually have a 
high degree of motivation to succeed as safe 
drivers, it was recommended that the driving 
abilities of impaired persons be reappraised 
according to their overall ability to operate 
vehicles in interstate commerce. (SB)

The TRI- 
RYC was established by the Department of 
Labor, Office of Special Manpower Programs, to 
provide a capability for initiating, training staff 
for, and evaluating the effectiveness of five new 
residcntial-support facilities based on the 
Residential Youth Center model developed in 
New Haven, Connecticut.

A secondary goal was the evaluation of the 
effectiveness of using programed instruction in 
vocational training of adolescents with moderate 
intellectual and/or emotional handicaps. Four 
teaching methods used included the: (1) 
Automated Method, (2) Conventional Method,

most effective of the four methods proved to be 
the integrated method, while the automated 
method was more efficient than the conventional 
and the programed lecture methods. Students 
who were taught by the machine method alone, 
demonstrated the weakest performance on 
proficiency tests. A final conclusion was that the 
training of mentally retarded and emotionally
